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Drarty Betovep Bretrnren,—We 
think it expedient to give you a brief 
account of the rise of Methodism, both 
in Europe and America. “In 1729 
two young men in England, reading 
the Bible, saw they could not be 
saved without holiness: followed 
after it, and incited others so to do. 
In 1737 they saw, likewise, that men 
are justified before they are sancti- 
fied: but still holiness was their ob- 
ject. God then thrust them out to 
raise a holy people.” * 

In the year 1766, Philip Embury, 
a Local Preacher of our society from 
Ireland, began to preach in the city 


*These are the words of the Mesars. Wesley 
‘themselves. 
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of New York, and formed a society of 
his own countrymen and the citizens ; 
and the same year, Thomas Webb 
preached in a hired room near the 
barracks. About the same time Rob- 
ert Strawbridge, a Local Preacher 
from Ireland, settled: in Frederick 
County, in the State of Maryland, 
and, preaching there, formed some 
societies. The first Methodist Church 
was built in New York in 1768 or 
1769; and in 1769 Richard Board- 
man and Joseph Pilmoor came to 
New York, who were the first regu- 
lar Methodist Preachers on the con- 
tinent. In the latter end of the year 
1771 Francis Asbury and Richard 
Wright of the same order came over. 

We believe that God’s design in 
raising up the preachers called Meth- 
dists in America, was to retorm the 
continent and spread Scripture holi- 
ness over these lands. As a proof 
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hereof we have seen since that time 
a great and glorious work of God 
from New York through New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
and Georgia, as also of late to the ex- 
tremities of the Western and Eastern 
States. 

We esteem it our duty and priv- 
ilege most earnestly to recommend 
to you, as members of our Church, 
our FORM OF DISCIPLINE, which has 
been founded on the experience of a 
long series of years, as also on the ob- 
servations and remarks we have made 
on ancient and modern Churches. 

We wish to see this little publica- 
tion in the house of every Methodist, 
and the more so as it contains the 
Articles of Religion, maintained more 
or less, in part or in whole, by every 
reformed Church in the world. 

Far from wishing you to be igno- 
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rant of any of our doctrines, or any 
part of our Discipline, we desire you 
* to read, mark, learn, and inwardly 
digest the whole. You ought, next 
to the word of God, to procure the 
articles and canons of the Church to 
which you belong. This, present edi- 
tion is small and cheap, and we ean: 
assure you that the profits of the sale 
of it shall be applied to charitable 
and religious purposes,

CHAPTER IL 
ORIGIN, ARTICLES, AND GENERAL RULES. 


SECTION I. 
Origin of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


TE preachers and members of our so- 
ciety in general, being convinced that there 
was a great deficiency of vital religion in 
the Church of England in America, and 
being in many places destitute of the 
Christian Sacraments, as several of the 
clergy had forsaken their Churches, re- 
quested the late Rev. John Wesley to take 
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such measures, in his wisdom and prv- 
dence, as would afford them suitable relief 
in their idistress. 

In consequence of this, our yvenerabic 
friend, whe, under God, had been the fa- 
ther of the great revival of religion now 
extending over the earth by the means of 
the Methodists, determined to ordain min- 
isters for America; and for this purpose, 
in the year 1784, sent over three regularly 
ordained clergy; but preferring the epis- 
copal mode of ‘Church government to any 
other, he solemnly set apart, by the impo- 
sition of his hands and prayer, one of them, 
namely, Thomas Coke, Doctor of Civil Law, 
late of Jesus College, in the University of 
Oxford, and a presbyter of the-Church of 
England, for the episcopal office; and 
having delivered to him letters of episcopal 
orders, commissioned and directed him to 
set apart Mrancis Asbury, then general 
assistant of the Methodist Society in Amer- 
ica, for the same episcopal office; he, the 
said Francis Asbury, being first ordained 
deacon and elder. In consequence of 
which, the said Francis Asbury was 
solemnly set apart for the said episcopal 
office by prayer, and the imposition of the 
hands of the said Thomas Coke, other regu- 


ae 
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larly ordained ministere assisting in the 
sacred ceremony. At. which time the 
General Conference, held at Baltimore, 
did unanimously receive the said Thomas 
Coke and. Francis Asbury as their bishops, 
being fully satisfied of the validity of their 
episcopal ordination. 


SECTION II. 
Articles of Religion, 
I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 


There is but one living and true God, 
everlasting, without body or parts, of in- 
finite power, wisdom, and goodness; the 
maker and preserver of all things, visible 
and invisible. And in unity of this God- 
head there are three persons, of one sub- 
stance, power, and eternity, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 


IL. Of the Word, or Son of God, who waa 
made very man. 


_ The Son, who is the Word of the Fa- 
ther, the very and eternal God, of one 
substance with the Father, took man’s na- 
ture in the womb of the blessed virgin ; 
so that two whole and perfect natures, 
that is to say, the Godhead and manhood, 
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were joined together in one person, never 
to be divided, whereof is one Christ, very 
God and very man, who truly suffered, 
_ was crucified, dead and buried, to recon- 
cile his Father to us, and to be a sacrifice, 
not only for original guilt, but also for 
the actual sins of men. 


IIL. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 


Christ did truly rise again from the 
dead, and took again his body, with all 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man’s nature, wherewith he ascended into 
heaven, and there sitteth until he return 
to judge all men at the last day. 


IV. Of the Holy Ghost. 


The Holy Ghost, proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, is of one substance, 
majesty, and glory with the Father and 
the Son, very and eternal God. 


YT. The Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures 
Sor Salvation. 


The Holy Scriptures contain all things 
necessary to salvation; so that whatsoever 
is not read therein, nor may be proved 
thereby, is not to be required of any man 
that it should be believed as an article of 
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faith, or be thought requisite or necessary 
to salvation. In the name of the Holy 
Scripture, «we doi understand those canon- 
ical books:of the Old and New Testament 
of whose authority was never any doubt 
in the Church.

VI. Of the Old Testament. 


The Old Testament is not contrary to 
the New; for both in the Old and New 
Testament everlasting life is offered to - 
mankind by Christ, who isthe only Medi- 
ator between God avd man, being both 
God and man. Wherefore they are not to 
be heard who feign that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory promises, 
Although the law given from God by 
Moscs, as touching ceremonies and rites, 
doth not bind Christians, nor ought the 
civil precepts thereof of necessity be re- 
ceived in any commvuawealth ; yct, not- 
withstanding, no Christien whatsoever is 
free from the obedience 01 the command- 
ments which are called moral. > 


WL OFF Original or Birth Sin. 
Original sin standcth not in the follofr- 
ing of Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainly 
talk,)-but it is the corruption of the nature 
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of every man, that naturally is engendered 
of the offspring of Adam, whereby man is 
very far gone from original righteousness, 
and of his own nature inclined to evil, 
and that continually. 


VILL. Of Free Will. 


‘The condition of man after the fall of 
Adam is such that he cannot tum and 
prepare himself, by his own natural 
strength and works, to faith, and calling 
upon God; wherefore we have no power 
to do good works, pleasant and acceptable 
to God, without the grace of God by 
Christ preventing us, that we may have a 
good will, and working with us, when we 
have that good will. 


IX. Of the Justification of Man. 


We are accounted righteous before God 
only for the merit of our Lord and Sayiour 
Jesus Christ by faith, and not for our own 
works or deservings. Wherefore, that we 
‘are justified by faith only, is a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very fvll of comfort. 


XK. Of Good Works, 


, Although good works, which are the 
fruits of faith, and follow after justifica- 
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tion, cannot put away our sins, and endure 
the severity of God's judgments; yet are 
they pleasing and acceptable to God in 
Christ, and spring out of a true and lively 
faith, insomuch that. by them a lively faith 
may be as evidently known as a tree is 
discerned by its fruit, 


XI. Of Works of Supererogation. 

Voluntary works, besides, over, an¢ 
above God’s commandments, which are 
called works of supererogation, cannot be 
taught without arrogan¢y) and impiety. 
For by them men do declare that they do 
not only render unto God as:much as they 
are bound. to) do, but. that they do more 
for his sake than of bounden> duty is re- 
quired: whereas Christ saith plainly, 
When ye have done all that is commanded 
you, say, We are unprofitable servants. 


XIL. Of Sin after Justification. 


Not every sin willingly committed after 
justification is the sin: against the Holy 
Ghost,,,and unpardonable,’ Wherefore, 
the grant of repentance is not to be de 
nied to such as fall into sin after justifica- 
tion: alter we, have received» the’ Holy 
Ghost, we may depart from! grace given, 
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and fall into sin, and, by the grace of God, 
rise again and amend our lives. And 
therefore they are’to be condemned who 
say they can no more sin as long as they 
live here; or deny the place of forgiveness 
to such as truly repent.

The visible Church:of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful men, in which the 
pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacraments duly administered, according 
to Christ’s ‘ordinance, in all those things 
that of necessity are requisite to the same. 


XIV. Of Purgatory. 


The Romish ‘doctrine concerning purga- 
tory, pardon, wershiping and adoration 
as well of images as of relics, and also in- 
vocation of ‘saints, is a fond thing, vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warrant 
of Seripture;' but repugnant to the word 
of God. 

XY. Of speaking in the Congregaticn in 
such a Tongue as the People understand, 
| It isjaithing plainly repugnant to the 
word of God, and the custom of the primi- 
tive Church, to have public prayer in the 
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Church, or to minister the sacraments, in 
a tongue not understood by the people. 


XVI. Of the Sacraments. 


Sacraments, ordained of Christ, are not 
only badges or tokens of Christian men’s 
profession ; but rather they are certain 
signs of grace, and God’s good will toward 
us, by the which he doth work inyisibly in 
us, and doth not only quicken, but. also 
strengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel; that is to 
say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacraments, 
that is to say, confirmation, penance, orders, 
matrimony, and extreme unction, are not 
to be counted for sacraments of the Gos- 
pel, bemg such as have partly grown out 
of the corrupt following of the apostles; 
and partly are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures, but yet have not the like nature 
of Baptism and the Lord’s Supper, because 
they have not any visible sign or ceremony 
ordained of God. 

The sacraments were not ordeined of 
Christ to be gazed upon, or to be carried 
about; but that we should duly use them, 
And in’such only as worthily receive the 
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same, they have a wholesome effect or 
operation: but they that receive them un- 
worthily, purchase to themselves condcm- 
nation, as St. Paul saith. 1 Cor. xi, 29. 


XVII. Of Baptism. 


Baptism is not only a sign of profession, 
and mark of, difference, whereby Chris- 
tians are distinguished from others that 
are not baptized; but it is also a sign of 
regeneration, or the new birth. The bap- 
tism of young children is to be retained 
in the Church. 


XVII, Of the Lord’s Supper. 


The Supper of the Lord is not only a 
sign of the love that Christians ought to 
have among themselves one to another, 
put rather is a sacrament of our redemp- 
tion by Christ’s death; insomuch that, to 
such as rightly, worthily, and with faith 
receive the» same, the bread which we 
break is a partaking of the body of 
Christ ; and likewise) the cup of blessing 
is a partaking of the blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change cf 
the substance of bread and wine ir ‘the 
Supper of our Lord, cannot be proved. by 
Holy Writ, but is repagnant to the plain 
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words of Scripture, overthroweth the 
nature of a sacrament, and hath given 
occasion to many superstitions: 

The body of Christ is given} taken, and 
eaten in the Supper, only after a heayenly 
and spiritual manner. ‘And the means 
whereby the body of Christ is‘received 
and eaten in the Supper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the’ \Lord’s: Supper 
was not’ by Christ's ordinance: reserved, 
earried about, lifted up, or worshiped. 


XIX. Of loth Kinds. 


The cup of the Lord is not to be denied 
to the lay people; fer both the parts of 
the Lord’s Supper, by Christ’s ordinance 
and commandment, ought to' be adminis: 
tered to all Christians alike. 


XX. Of the one Odlation, of Chr ist Fnisha 
upon the. Cr 088., 


The offering of Christ, ‘once tne is 
that perfect redemption, propitiation, and 
satisfaction for all the sins of ‘the whole 
world, both original’ and» actual; and 
there is none other satisfaction for sin but 
that alone. Wherefore the sacrifice of 
masses, in the which it is ‘commonly said 
that the priest doth offer Christ for ‘the 
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quick and the dead, to have remission of 
pain or guilt, is. a blasphemous fable, and 
dangerous deceit. 


XXI. Of the Marriage of Ministers. 

The ministers of Christ are’ nct com- 
manded by God’s law cither to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marriage: therefore it is lawful for them, 
as‘ for ‘ail’ other Christians, to» marry at 
their own’ discretion, as they shall judge 
the same to serve best to godliness. 


XXIL Of the Rites and Ceremonies of 
Churches. 


It is not necessary that rites and cere- 
monies should in all places be the same, 
or exactly alike; for they have been al- 
ways dificrent, and may be changed ac- 
cording to the diversity of «countries, 
times, and men’s manners, so that nothing 
be ordained against God’s word, Whoso- 
eyer, through his private judgment, will- 
ingly and purposely doth openly break the 
rites and ccremonics of the Church to which 
he belongs, which «re not repugnant to the 
word of God, and are ordainel and ap- 
proved by common authority, ought to Le 
rebuked openly, that others may fear to do 
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the like, as one that offendeth against the 
common order of the Church, and wound- 
eth the consciences of weak brethren. 
Every particular Church may ordain, 
change, or abolish rites and ceremonies, so 
that all things may be done to edification, 


XXII. Of the Rulers of the United States 
of America, 

The President, the Congress, the General 

Assemblies, the Governors, and the Coun- 
cils of State, as the delegates of the people, 
are the rulers of the United States of 
America, according to the division of 
power made to them by the Constitution 
of the United States, and by the Constitu- 
tions of their respective States. And the 
said States are a sovereign and independ- 
ent nation, and ought not to be subject to 
any foreign jurisdiction.* 
» * As far as it respects civil affairs, we believe 
't the duty of Christians, and especially all 
Christian ministers, to ‘be subject to the su- 
preme authority of the country where they may 
reside, #ad to use all laudable means to enjoin 
obedience to the powers that be ; and therefore 
it is expected that all our preachers and feople, 
who may be under the British or any other 
government, will behave themselves as pence- 
able and orderly subjects.

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XXIV. Of Christian Men’s Goods. 


The riches and goods of Christians are 
+ not common, as touching the right, title, 
and possession of the same, as some do 
falsely boast. Notwithstanding, every 
man ought, of such things as he possess- 
ath, liberally to give alms to the poor, ‘ac- 
cording to his ability. 


XXV. Of a Christian Man’s Oath. 


As we confess that vain and rash 
swearing is forbidden Christian men by 
our Lord Jesus Christ and James his 
apostle; so we judge that the Christian 
religion doth not prohibit, but that a man 
may swear when the magistrate requireth, 
ina cause of faith and charity, so it be 
done according to the prophet’s teaching, 
in justice, judgment, and truth, 


SECTION IIL 
The General Rules. 


THE NATURE, DESIGN, AND GENERAL RULES OF CUB 
UNITED SOCIETIES. 


(1) In the latter end of the year 1789, 
eight or ten persons came to Mr. Wesley 
in London, who appeared to be deeply 


\ = 
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convinced of sin, and earnestly groaning 
forrcdemption. They desired (as did two 
or three more the next day) that he 
would ‘spend some time with them in 
prayer, and advise them how to flee from 
the wrath to come; which they saw con- 
tinually hanging over their heads. , That 
he might have more time for this great 
work, he appointed a. day when they might 
all come together; which from thencefor- 
ward they did every week, namely, on 
Thursday, in the evening. To these, and 
as many more as desired to join with them, 
(for their number increased daily,) he gave 
those advices from time to time which he 
judged most needful for them; and they 
always concluded their meeting with 
prayer suited to their seyeral necessities. 

(2). This was the rise of the Unrrep 
Society, first in Hurope, and then in 
America. Such a society is no other than 
“@ company of men haying the form and 
seeking the power of godliness, united in 
order to pray together, to receive the word 
of exhortation, and to wach over one anoth- 
er in love, that they may help each oe to 
work out their salvation.” 

(8) That it may the more casily bd dis- 
cerned whether they are indeed working 
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out their own salvation, each society is 
divided into smaller companies, called 
classes, according to their respective 
places of abode. There are about twelve 
persons’in a class, one of whom is puty of 
styled the leader.)

And all 
these we know his Spirit writes on truly 
awakened hearts: If there be any among 
us who ebserye them not, who habitually 
break any of them, let it be known unto 
them who watch over that soul as they 
who must give an account. We will ad- 
monish him of the error of his ways. 
We will bear with him for a season. But 
if then he repent not, he hath no more 
place among us.

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SECTION IY. 
Slavery. 

Quest. What shall be done for the extir- 
pation of the evil of slavery ? 

Answ. We declare that we are as muclr 
as ever convinced of the great evil of 
Slavery. We believe that the buying, 
selling, or holding of human beings, to be 
used as chattels, is contrary to the laws of 
God and nature, and inconsistent with the 
Golden Rule, and with that rule m our 
Discipline which requires all who desire to 
continue among us to “do no harm,” and 
to “avoid eyil of every kind.” We there- 
fore affectionately admonish all our Preach- 
ers and people to keep themselves pure 
from this great evil, and to seek its extir- 
pation by all lawful and Christian means, 


SECTION VY. 
° Baptism. 

1, Let every adult person, and the par- 
ents of every child to be baptized, have 
the choice either of immersion, sprinkling, 
or pouring. 

2. We will on no account whatever 
make a charge for administering baptism, 
or for burying the dead. (i 
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SECTION VI. 
The Lord’s Supper. 

Quest, Are there any directions to be 
given concerning the administration of the 
Lord’s Supper ? 

_Answ. 1, Let those who have scruples 
concerning the receiving of it kneeling, be 
permitted to receive it either standing or 
sitting. 

2. No person shall be admitted to. the 
Lord’s Supper among us who is guilty of 
any practice for which we would exclude 
a member of our Church. 


SECTION VII. 
Rules relating to Marriage. 

Quest. 1. Do we observe any evil which 
has prevailed in our Church with respect 
to marriage ? 

Answ, Many of our members haye mar- 
ried with wnawakened persons. This has 
produced bad effects; they have been either 
hindered for life, or have turned back to 
perdition. 

Quest. 2. What can be done to discour- 
age this? oe 

Answ. 1. Let every preacher punlicly 
enforce the apostlo’s caution, ‘ Be ye not 
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unequally yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers.” 2 Cor. vi, 14. 

2. Let all be exhorted to take no step 
in so weighty a matter without advising 
with the most serious of their brethren. 

Quest. 3. Ought any woman to marry 
without the consent of her parents? 

Answ, In general she ought not. Yet 
there may be exceptions, For .if, 1. A 
woman believe it to be her duty to marry: 
if, 2. Her parents absolutely refuse to let 
her marry any Christian: then she may, 
nay, ought to marry without their consent, 
Yet even then a Methodist preacher ought 
not to be married to her. 

We do not prohibit our people from 
marrying persons who are not of our 
Church, provided such persons have the 
form, and are seeking the power of godli- 
ness; but we are determined to discourage 
their marrying persons who do not come 
up to this description. 


SECTION VIII. 
Rules concerning Dress. 


Quest. Should we insist on the rules 
concerning dress? 
Answ. By all means. This is no time 
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to encourage superfluity in dress. There- 
fore, let all our people be exhorted to con- 
form to the spirit of the apostolic precept, 
not to adorn themselves “with gold, or 
pearls, or costly array.” 1 Tim. ii, 9.

_ right judgment in the things of God, a jnst 
conception of salvation by faith? And has 
God given them any degree of utterance ? 
Do they speak justly, readily, clearly ? 

3. Have they fruit? Are any truly con- 
vinced of sin, and converted to God, by 
their preaching ? 

As long as these three marks concur in 
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any one, we believe he is called of God to 
preach. These we receive as sufficient 
proof that he is moved by the Holy Ghost. 


SECTION II. 
Rules for a Preacher's Conduct, 


Quest. 1. What are the directions given 
to a Preacher ? 

Answ. 1. Be diligent. Never be unem- 
ployed: never be’ triflingly employed. 
Never trifie away time; neither spend any: 
more time at any place than is strictly 
necessary. 

2. Be serious. Let your motto be Holt) 
ness 10 the Lord. Avoid all lightness, 
jesting, and foolish talking. 

8. Converse sparingly, and conduet: 
yourself prudently, with women, (1 ‘Tim, 
v, 2.) 

4, Take no step toward marriage with- 
out first consulting with your brethren. 

5. Believe evil of no one without good 
evidence ; unless you see it done, take’ 
heed how you credit it, Put the best: 
construction ‘on every thing. You know 
the judge is always supposed to be on ae 
prisoner’s side. 5 

6. Speak evil of no one; beoceae your 
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word, especially, would eat as doth acan- 
ker. Keep your thoughts within your own 
breast till you come to the person con- 
cerned. 

7. Tell every one under your care what 
you think wrong in his conduct and tem- 
per, and that lovingly and plainly, as soon 
as may be: else it will fester in your heart, 
Make all haste to cast the fire out of your 
bosom. 

8. Avoid all affectation. A preacher 
of the Gospel is the servant of all. 

9. Be ashamed of nothing but sin. 

10. Be punctual. Do every thing ex- 
actly at the time. And do not mend our 
rules, but keep them; not for wrath, but 
conscience’ sake. 

11. You have nothing to do but to save 
souls ; therefore spend and be spent in this . 
work; and go always not only to those 
that want you, but to those that want you 
most. 

Observe! it is not your business only to 
preach so many times, and to take care 
of this or that society, but to save as many 
as you can; to bring as many sinners as 
you can to repentance, and with all your 
power to build them up in that holiness 
without which they cannot see the Lord. 
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And remember! a Methodist preacher is 
to mind every point, great and small, in 
the Methodist Discipline! Therefore you 
will need to exercise all the sense and 
grace you have. 

12, Act in all things not according to 
your own will, but as a son in the Gospel. 
As such, it is your duty to employ your 
time in the manner in which we direct: 
in preaching, and visiting from house to 
house; in reading, meditation, and prayer. 
Above all, if you labor with us in the 
Lord’s vineyard, it is needful you should 
do that part of the work which we adyise, 
at those times and places which we judge 
most for his glory. 

Quest. 2. Are there any smaller advices 
which might be of use to us? 

Answ. Perhaps these: 1. Be sure never 
to disappoint a congregation. 2. Begin 
at the time appointed. 3. Let your whole 
deportment be serious, weighty, and sol- 
emn. 4, Always suit your subject to your 
audience. 5. Choose the plainest text you 
can. 6. Take care not to ramble, but 
keep to your text, and make out what you 
take in hand. 7. Take care of any thing 
awkward or affected, either in your ges- 
ture, phrase, or pronunciation, 8. Do not 
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usually pray extempore above eight or ten 
minutes (at most) without intermission. 
9. Frequently read and enlarge upon a 
portion of Scripture; and let young 
preachers often exhort without taking a 
text. 10. Always avail yourself of the 
great festivals by preaching on the. oc- 
casion, 


SECTION III. 


The Duty of Preachers to God, themselves, 
and one another. 


Quest. 1, What is the duty of a Preach- 
er? 

Answ. 1. To preach. _ 

2. To meet the societies and classes. 

8. To visit the sick. 

Quest. 2. How shall a Preacher be qual- 
ified for his charge? 

Answ. By walking closely with God, 
and having his work greatly at heart, 
and by understanding and loving dis- 
cipline, ours in particular. 

Quest. 3. Do we sutliciently watch over 
each other ? 

Answ. We do not. Should we not fre- 
quently ask each other, Do you walk 
closely with God? Have you now fel- 
lowship with the Father and the Son? 
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At what hour do you rise? Do you 
punctually observe the morning and evyen- 
ing hours of retirement? Do you spend 
the day in the manner which the Confer- 
ence advises? Do you converse seriously, 
usefully, and closely? To be more par- 
ticular: Do you use all the means of 
grace yourself, and enforce the use of then. 
on all other persons? They are either in- 
stituted or prudential. 

I. The instituted are, 

1. Prayer: private, family, and public; 
consisting of deprecation, petition, inter- 
cession, and thanksgiving. Do you use 
each of these? Do you forecast daily, 
wherever you are, to secure time for pri- 
vate devotion? Do you practice it every- 
where? Do you ask every-where, Have 
you family prayer? Do you ask individ- 
uals, Do you use private prayer, very 
morning and evening in particular ? 

2, Searching the Scriptures, by 

(1.) Reading : constantly, some part. of 
every day; regularly, all the Bible in or- 
der; carefully, with notes ; seriously, with 
prayer before and after; fruitfully, imme- 
diately practicing what you learn there ? 

(2.) Meditating: At set times? By 
tule? 
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(3.) Hearing: Every ' opportunity ? 
With prayer before, at, after? Have you 
a Bible always about you ? 

8. The Lord’s Supper: Do you use this 
at every opportunity? With solemn 
prayer before? With earnest and delib- 
erate self devotion ? 

4, Fasting: Do you use as much ab- 
stinence and fasting every week as your 
health, strength, and labor will permit 3 

5. Christian conference: Are you con- 
vinced how important and how difficult 
it is to order your conversation aright ? 
Is it always in grace? Seasoned with 
salt? Mect to minister grace to the hear- 
ers? Do you not converse too long at a 
time? Is not an hour commonly enough ¢ 
Would it not be well always to have a 
determined end in view? And to pray 
before and after it? 

If. Prudential means we may use either 
as Christians, as Methodists, or as Preacb- 
ers, é 

1, As Christians: What particular rules 
have you in order to grow in grace? 
What arts of holy living? 

2. As Methodists: Do you never miss 
your class ? 

3. As Preachers: Have you thoroughly 
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considered your duty? And do you 
make a conscience of executing every 
part of it? Do you meet every society 
and their Leaders ? 

These means may be used without 
fruit. But there are some means which 
cannot: namely, watching, denying our- 
selyes, taking up our cross, exercise of the 
presence of God. 

1. Do you steadily watch against the 
world ?: Yourself? Your besetting sin? 

2. Do you deny yourself every useiess 
pleasure of sense? Imagination? Hon- 
or? Are you temperate in all things? 
Instance in food: (1) Do you use only that 
kind and that degree which is best both 
for body and soul? Do you see the ne- 
cessity of this? (2) Do you eat no more 
at each meal than is necessary? Are you 
not heavy or drowsy after dinner? 
(3) Do you use only that kind, and that 
degree of drink, which is best both for 
your body and soul? (4) Do you choose 
and use water for your common drink ? 
And only take wine medicinally or sacra- 
mentally ? 

3. Wherein do you take up your cross 
daily? Do you cheerfully bear your 
cross, however grieyous to nature, as a 
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gift of God, and labor to profit there- 
by ? 
. 4. Do you endeavor to set God always 
before you? To sce his eye continually 
fixed upon you? 

Neyer can you use these means but a 
blessing will ensue. And the more you 
use them, the more you will grow in grace. 


SECTION IV. 
The Necessity of Union among ourselves. 


Let us be deeply sensible (from what 
we have known) of the evil of a division 
in principle, spirit, or practice, and the 
dreadful consequences to ourselyes and 
others. If we are united, what can stand 
before us? If we divide, we shall destroy 
ourselves, the work of God, and the souls 
of our people. 

Quest. What can be done in order to a 
eloser union with each other ? 

Answ. 1. Let us be deeply convinced of 
the absolute necessity of it. 

2. Pray earnestly for, and speak -reely 
to each other. 

8. When we mect, let us never part 
without prayer. 

4, Take great care not to desprse each 
other’s gifts. 
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5. Never speak lightly of each other. 

6. Let us defend each other's charao- 
ter in every thing so far as is consistent 
with truth. 

7. Labor in honor, each to prefer the 
other before himself. 

8. We recommend a serious perusal of 
The Causes, Evils, and Cures of Heart and 
Church Divisions, 


SECTION V. 


ow we can Employ our Time profitably, 
when not Traveling, or engaged in Public 
Hexereises. 


Quest. 1. What general method of em- 
ploying our time shall we advise ? 

Answ. We advise you, 1. As often as 
possible to rise at four. 2. From four to 
five in the morning, and from five to six 
ii the evening, to meditate, pray, and 
read the Scriptures with notes, and the 
closely practical parts of what Mr. Wesley 
has published. 3. From six in the morn- 
ing till twelve, wherever it is practicable, 
let the time be spent in appropriate read- 
ing, study, and private devotion. 

Quest. 2. Why is it that the peopl. un- 
der our care are not better ? 
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Answ. Other reasons may concur, but 
the chief is, because we are not more 
knowing and more holy. 

Quest. 3. But why are we not more 
knowing ? 

Answ. Because we are idle. We forget 
our first rule: “Be diligent. Never be 
unemployed. Never be triflingly em- 
ployed. Neither spend any more time at 
any place than is strictly necessary.” We 
fear there is altogether a fault in this 
matter, and that few of us are clear. 
Which of us spend as many hours a day 
in God’s work as we did formerly in man’s 
work? We talk—talk or read what 
comes next to hand. We must, abso- 
lutely must, cure this evil, or betray the 
cause of God. But how? 1. Read the 
most useful books, and that regularly and 
constantly. 2. Steadily spend all the 
morning in this employment, or at least 
five hours in the four and twenty. “but 
I have no taste for reading.” Contract a 
taste for it by use, or return to your former 
employment. “But I haye no books.” 
Be diligent to spread the books, and you 
will have the use of them,

It is desired that all things be consid- 
ered on these occasions as in the immedi- 
ate presence of God; that every person 
speak freely whatever is in his heart. 

Quest. How may we best improve our 
time at the conferences ? 

Answ. 1. While we are conversing let 
us have an especial care to set God always 
before us. 

2. In the intermediate hours, let us re- 
deem all the time we can for private ex- 
ercises, 

3. Therein let us give ourseives to prayer 
for one another, and for a blessing on our 
labor. 


SECTION VII. ‘ 
The Matter and Manner of Preaching. 


Quest. 1. What is the best general method 
of preaching ? 

Ans, 1. To convince: 2. To offer Christ: 
8. To invite: 4. 'To build up: And to do 
this in some measure in every sermon. 

Quest. 2. What is the most effectual way 
of preaching Christ ? 
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Answ, The most effectual way of preach- 
ing Christ is, to preach him in all his of 
fices ; and to declare his law, as wellas his 
Gospel, both to believers and unbelievers. 
Let us strongly and closely insist upon 
inward and outward holiness in all its 
branches, 


SECTION VIII. 


Rules by which we should continue, or desist 
Srom, Preaching at any Place. 


Quest. 1. Is it advisable for us to preach 
in as many places as we can without form- 
ing any societies ? 

Answ. By no means. We hayvemade the 
trial in various places, and that for a con- 
siderable time. But all the seed has fallen 
by the way-side. There is scarce any fruit 
remaining. 

Quest. 2. Where should we endeavor to 
preach most? 

Answ. 1. Where there, is the greatest 
number of quiet and willing hearers. 

2. Where there is most fruit. 

Quest. 3. Ought we not diligently to 
observe in what places God is pleased at 
any time to pour out his Spirit more 
abundantly ?

Answ, We ought. and at that time to 
send more laborers than usual into that 
part of the harvest. 


SECTION IX. 


Visiting from House to House, guarding 
against those Things that wre so common 
to Professors, and enforcing Practical 
Religion. 


Quest. 1. How can we further assist 
those under our care ? 

Answ. By instructing them at their own 
houses. What unspeakable need is there 
of this! The world says, “The Methodists 
are no better than other people.” -This is 
not true in the general: but, 1. Personal 
religion, either toward God or man, is too 
superficial among us. We can but just 
touch on a few particulars. How little 
faith is there among us! How little com- 
munion with God! How littie living in 
heaven, walking in eternity, deadness to 
every creature! How much love of the 
world! Desire of pleasure, of ease, of get- 
ting money! How little brotherly love! 
What continual judging one another! 
What gossiping, evil-speaking, tale-bear- 
ing! What want of moral honesty! To 
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instance only one particular: Who does as 
he would be done by in buying and sell- 
ing ? 

2. Family religion is wanting in many 
branches. And what avails public preach- 
ing alone, though we could preach like 
angels? We must, yea, every traveling 
Preacher must instruct the people from 
house to house. Till this be done, and 
that in good earnest, Methodists will be 
no better. 

Our religion is not sufficiently deep, uni- 
yersal, uniform; but superficial, partial, 
uneyen. It will be so till we spend half 
as much time in this visiting as we now 
do in ‘talking uselessly. Can we find a 
better method of doing this than Mr. Bax- 
ter’s? If not, let us adopt it without de- 
lay. His whole tract, entitled Gildas Sal- 
vianus; or, The Reformed Pastor, is well . 
worth a careful perusal. Speaking of this 
visiting from house to house, he says, (p. 
351,) “We shall find many hinderances, 
both in ourselves and the people.” 

1, In ourselves there is much dullness 
and laziness, so that there will be much 
ado to,get us to be faithful in the work. 

2. We haye a base, man-pleasing temper, 
so that we let them perish rather than lose 
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their love; we let them go quietly to hell 
lest we should offend them. 

“3. Some of ushave also a foolish bash- 
fulness. We know not how to begin, 
and blush to contradict the devil. 

“4, But the greatest hinderance is weak- 
ness of faith. Our whole motion is weak, 
because the spring of it is weak. 

“5. Lastly, we are unskillful in the work. 
How few know how to deal with men, so 
as to get within them, and suit all our dis- 
course to their several conditions and tem- 
pers; to choose the fittest subjects, and fol- 
low them with a holy mixture of serious- 
ness, terror, love, and meekness!” 

But undoubtedly this private application 
is implied in those solemn words of the 
apostle: ‘I charge thee before God and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
. quick and the dead at his, appearing, 
preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season: reprove, rebuke, exhort, 
with all long-suffering.” 

O brethren, if we could but set this work 
on fvot' in all our societies, and prosecute 
it zealously, what glory would redound to 
God! If the common lukewarmness were 
banished, and every shop, and every house, 
‘busied in speaking of the word and works

of God, surely God would dwe.l in our 
habitations, and make us his delight. 

And this is absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of our people, some of whom nei- 
ther repent nor believe to this day. Look 
round, and see how many of them are still 
in apparent danger of damnation. And 
how can you walk, and talk, and be merry 
with such people, when you know their 
case? When you look them in the face, 
you should break forth into tears, as the 
prophet did when he looked upon Hazael, 
and thensset on them with the most vehe- 
ment exhortations. O, for God’s sake, and 
the sake of poor souls, bestir yourselves, 
and spare no pains that may conduce to 
their salvation! What cause have we to 
bleed before the Lord that we have so long 
neglected this good work! If we had but 
engaged in it sooner, how many more 
might have been brought to Christ! And 
how much holier and happier might our 
societies have been before now! And why 
might we not have done it sooner? There 
were many hinderances; ancl so there al- 
ways will be. But the greatest hinder- 
ance is in ourselves, in our littleness of 
faith and love. 

But it is objected, I. ‘This will take 
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up so much time we shall not have lei- 
sure to follow our studies.” We answer, 
1. Gaining knowledge is a geod thing, but 
saving souls is a better. 2. By this very 
thing you will gain the most excellent 
knowledge, that of God and eternity. 
3. You will have time for gaining other | 
knowledge too. Only sleep no more than 
you need; “and never be idle, or triflingly 
employed.” But, 4. If you can do but 
one, let your studies alone. We ought to 
throw by all the libraries in the world, 
rather than be guilty of the loss of one 
soul. 

It is objected, II. “The people will not 
submit to it.” If some will not, others 
will. And the success with them, will re- 
pay all your labor. O let us herein follow 
the example of St. Paul! 1. For our gen- 
eral business, Serving the Lord with alt 
humility of mind: 2. Our special work, 
Take heed to yourselves, and to all the 
flock: 8. Our doctrine, Repentance toward 
God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ: 4. The place, I have taught you 
publicly, and from house to house: 5. The 
‘object and manner of teaching, I ceased not 
to warn every one, night and day, with 
tears: 6, His innocence and self-denial 
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herein, 7 have coveted no man’s silver or 
gold: %, His patience, Neither count I my 
life dear unto myself. And among all 
ether motives let these be ever before our 
eyes: 1. The Church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood: 2. Grievous 
wolves shall enter in; yea, of yourselves 
shall men arise, speaking perverse things. 

Write this upon your hearts, and it will 
do you more good than twenty years! 
study. Then you will have no time to 
spare: you will have work enough. Then 
likewise no preacher will stay with us who 
is as salt that has lost its savor. For to 
such this employment would be mere 
drudgery. And in erder to it, you will 
have need of all the knowledge you cana 
procure, and grace you can attain. 

The sum is, Go into every house: in 
course, and teach every one therein, young 
and old, to be Christians inwardly and 
outwardly; make every particular plain to 
their understandings; fix it in their minds; 
write it on their hearts, In order to this, 
there must be line upon line, precept upon 
precept. What patience, what love, what 
knowledge is requisite for this! We must 
needs do this, were it only to avoid idlo- 
ness. Do we not loiter away many hours 
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in every week? Each try himself; no 
idleness is consistent with a growth in 
grace, Nay, without exactness in redeem- 
iné time, you cannot retain the grace you 
receive in justification. 

Quest. 2. Why are we not more holy? 
Why do we not live in eternity? Walk 
with God all the day long? Why are we 
not all devoted to God? Breathing ae 
whole spirit of missionaries ? 

Answ. Chiefly because we are enthusi- 
asts; looking for the end without using the 
means. To touch only upon two or three 
instances: Who of us rises at four, or even 
at five, when we do not preach? Do we 
know the obligation and benefit of fasting 
er abstinence? How often do we practice 
it? The neglect of this alone is sufficient 
to account for our feebleness and faintness 
of spirit. We are continually grieving the 
Holy Spirit of Ged by the habitual neglect 
of a plain duty. Let us amend from this 
hour. 

Quest. 3. How shall we guard against 
Sabbath-breaking, evil-speaking, unprofit- 
able conversation, ‘Tighitness, expensiveness 
or gayety of apparel, and contracting debts 
without due care to discharge them ? 

Answ. 1, Let us preach expressly on each 
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of these heads. 2. Read in every society 
-the sermon on evil-speaking, 8, Let the 
Leaders closely examine and. exhort every | 
person to put away the accursed thing. 
4, Let the Preachers warn every society 
that none who is guilty herein can remain 
with us. 5. Extirpate buying or selling 
goods which have not paid the duty laid 
upon them by government out of our 
Church. Let none remain with us who 
will not totally abstain from this evil in 
every kind and degree. Extirpate bribery, 
receiving any thing, directly or indirectly, 
for voting at any election. Show no re- 
spect to persons herein, but expel all that 
touch the accursed thing. And strongly 
advise our people to discountenance all 
treats given by é¢andidates before or at 
elections, and not to be partakers, in any 
respect, of such iniquitous practices. 


: SECTION X. 


The Method of Receiving Traveling Preach- 
ers on Trial. P 
Quest. How isa Preacher to he received 
on trial ? 
Answ, 1. By the Annual Conference. 
2. In the interval of the Conference, by 


. 
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a Bishop, or the Presiding Elder of the 
district, until the sitting of the Con. 
ference, 

But no one shall be received unless he 
Receiving first procure a recommendation 
on trial. from the Quarterly Conference of 
his circuit or station, We may then, if he 
give us satisfaction, reccive him on trial. 
But before any such candidate is received 
on trial, or into full connection, or ordained 
Deacon or Elder, he shall give satisfactory 
Courseof evidence respecting his knowl- 
LCRA edge of those particular subjects 
which have been recommended to his con- 
sideration. 

When a Preacher’s name is not printed 
in the Minutes, he must receive a written 
license from a Bishop o¥ Presiding Elder, 

Observe! taking on trial is entirely dif- 
ferent from admitting a Preacher into full 
connection. One on trial may be cither 
admitted or rejected, without doing him 
any wrong: otherwise it would be no trial 
at all. 

At each Annual Conference, those who 
Mission- ale received on trial, or are ad- 
sries. mitted into full connection, shall 
be asked whether they-are willing to de- 
vote themselves: to the missionary work, 
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and a list of the names of all those who 
are willing to do so shall be taken and 
reported to the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Missionary Society; and all such 
shall be considered as ready and willing 
to be employed as missionaries whenever 
called for by either of the Bishops. 


SECTION XI. 


The Manner of Receiving Traveling Preach- 
ers into full Connection. 

Quest. What method do we use in re- 
ceiving a Preacher at the Conference into 
full connection ? 

Answ. After solemn fasting and prayer, 
every person proposed shall then zxamin- 
be asked, before the Conference, *4° 
the following questions, (with any others 
which may be thought necessary,) namely: 
Have you taith in Christ? Are you going 
on to perfection? Do you expect to be 
made perfect in love in this life? Are 
you groaning after it? Are you resolved 
to devote yoursclf wholly to God and his 
work? Do you know the rules of socicty ? 
Do you keep them? Do you constantly 
attend the sacrament? Have you read the 
form of Discipline? Are you willing to 
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conform to it? Have you considered the 
rules of a Preacher, (see § 2, pp. 64-66,) 
especially the first, tenth, and twelfth ? 
Will you keep them for conscience’ sake ? 
Are you determined to employ all your 
time in the work of God? Will you en- 
deavor not to speak too long or too loud? 
Will you diligently instruct the children 
in every place? ‘Will you visit from house 
to house? Will you recommend fasting, 
or abstinence, both by precept and ex- 
ample? Are you in debt? 

Then if he give us satisfaction, after he 
Termot has been employed two success- 
Probation. ive years in the regular itinerant 
work on circuits, in stations, or in our 
institutions of learning, which is*to com- 
mence from his being received on trial at 
the’ Annual Conference, ‘and being ap- 
proved by the Annual Conference, and ex- 
amined by the President of the Conference, 
he may be received into full connection, 

N.B. A Missionary employed on a For- 
Aamiosion ot ign Mission may be admitted 
Missionaries. into full connection, if recom- 
mended by the Superintendent of the Mis- 
sion where he labors, without being present 
at the Annual Conference for examination, 
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SECTION Xil. 


The Ieception of Ministers from any 
branch’ of the Methodist Church, and 
from other Evangelical Churches. 


Quest. 1. In what manner shall we re- 
eeive those ministers who may offer to 
unite with us from other Christian 
Churches ? 

Answ. 1. If they come to us properly ac- 
credited from any branch of the Method- 
ist Church, or from any Church agreeing 
with us in doctrine, they may be received 
either as local or itinerant ministers, ac- 
cording to such credentials, by giving 
satisfaction to an Annual or Quarterly 
Conference of their literary qualifications, 
and of their willingness to conform to our 
Church government and usages. 

2. Those ministers of other evangel- 
ical Churches who may desire to unite 
with our Church may be received accord- — 
ing to our usages as Deacons or Elders, on 
condition of their taking upon them our 
ordination yows, without reimposition of 
hands, if they shall give satisfaction tc an 
Annual Conference of their being in or- 
ders, and of their agreement with us in 
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doctrines, in discipline, and usages; pro- 
vided the Conference is also satisfied with 
their literary qualifications, gifts, grace, 
and usefulness, 

Wheneyer a minister is st aecord- 
ing to either of the foregoing answers, he 
shall be furnished with a certificate, signed 
by a Bishop or a Presiding Elder, in the 
following words, namely : 

This is to certify, that has been 
admitted into Conference as a 
Traveling Preacher, [or has been admitted 
asa Local Preacher on circuit,] he 
haying been ordained to the office of 
Deacon, [or an Elder, as the case may be,} 
according to the usages of the 
Church, of which he has been a member 
and minister; and he is hereby authorized 
to exercise the functions pertaining to his 
office in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
so long as his life and conversation are 
such as become the Gospel of Christ. 

Given under my hand and seal, at 
—— , this day of , in the 
year of our Lord

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Bible Society auxiliary thereto, the pres- 
idents, principals, or teachers of semina- 
ries of learning, which are or may be un- 
der our superintendence; or the Preacher 
stationed at Five Points Mission in New 
York, or at the American Chapel in Paris;

Conference, to appoint a Preacher for a 
longer time than three years to any sem- 
inary of learning not under our care: 
provided, also, that, with the exceptions 
above named, he shall not continue a 
Preacher in the same appointment more 
than three years in six. He shall have 
authority when requested by an Annual 
Conference to appoint an agent, whose 
duty it shall be to travel throughout the 
bounds of such Conference, for the pur- 
pose of distributing Tracts, an agent to 
promote the cause of temperance, and 
also to appoint an agent or agents for 
the benefit of our literary institutions, 
an agent for the German publishing 
fund, and for other benevolent institu- 
tions.

He may 
reccive an appointment, or be left without 
one, according to the judgment of the 
Annual Conference of which he is a mem- 
ber; but he shall have no claim on the 
beneficiary funds of the Church, except

effective Preachers. In case he be left 
without an appointment, he shall have a 
seat in the Quarterly Conference, and all 
the privileges of membership in the place 
where he may reside. 

2. Every Superannuated Preacher, who 
may reside without the bounds superannua- 
of the Conference of which he *4 Preachers 
is a member, shall have a scat in the Quar- 
terly Conference, and all the privileges of 
membership in the Church where he 
may reside; and he shall annually forward 
to his Conference a certificate of his Chris- 
tian and ministerial conduct, together with 
an account of the number and circum- 
stances of his family, signed by the Pre- 
siding Elder of the district, or the Preacher 
in charge of the circuit or station within 
whose bounds he may reside; without 
which the Conference shall not be required 
to allow his claim, and may locate him 
without his consent.

are suitable candidates for Deacons’ or El- 
ders’ orders, and for admission on trial in 
the traveling connection; and to try, sus- 
pend, deprive of ministerial office and cre- 
dentials, expel or acquit, any Local Preach- 
er in the circuit or station, against whom 
charges may be preferred. Provided, that 
no person shall be licensed to preach with- 
out the recommendation of the socicty of 
which he is a member, or of the Leaders’ 
and Stewards’ Meeting; and no member of 
the Church shall be at liberty to preach 
without such license, Wor shall any one be 
licensed to preach, or recommended to the 
Annual Conference to travel, or for ordina- 
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tion, without first being examined in the 
Quarterly Conference on the subject of 
doctrines and discipline. 

2, Every Local Elder, Deacon, or Preach- 
er shall be amenable to the Quar- vo whom 
terly Conference where he re- amecranle 
sides for his Christian character and the 
faithful performance of his ministerial 
office. He shall have his name recorded 
on the journal of said Conference, and also 
enrolled on a class-paper, and shall meet 
in class; and in neglect of the above duties, 
jor if found unacceptable in his minis- 
terial office after due trial, the Quarterly 
Conference, if they judge it proper, may 
deprive him of his ministerial office. And 
when a Preacher is located, or discontinued 
by an Annual Conference, he shall be 
amenable to the Quarterly Conference of 
the circuit or station where he had his 
last appointment. 

8. Whenever any Elder, Deacon, or 
Preacher shall remove from one certificate ot 
circuit or station to another, Ss 
he shall procure from the Presiding Elder 
of the district, or from the Preacher hav- 
ing charge, a certificate of his official

CHAPTER L 
' BRINGING MINISTERS AND: MEMBERS. TO 


TRIAL, AND THE SETTLEMENT OF DIS- 
PUTES. 
SECTION 1. 
. The Trial of a Bishop. 

Quest. 1. To whom is a Bishop amenable 
for his conduct ? 

Answ. To the General Conference, who 
have power to expel him for improper 
conduct if they see it necessary. 

Quest. 2. What proyision shall be made 
for the trial of a Bishop, if he should be 
accused of immorality in the interval of 
_ the General Conference ? 

Answ. If a Bishop be accused of immo- 
rality, three Traveling Elders shall call 
upon him, and examine him on the sub- 
ject; and if the three Elders verily believe 
that the Bishop is guilty of the crime, they 
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shall call to their aid two Presiding Elders 
from two districts in the neighborhood of 
that where the crime was .committed, each 
of which Presiding Elders shall bring with 
him two Elders, or an. Elder.anda Deacon. 
The» above-mentioned nine persons shall 
form’ a Conference, to examine into, the 
‘ ¢harge brought against the Bishop; and 
if two thirds of them verily believe him 
tobe guilty of the crime laid to his charge, 
they shally have authority to suspend the 
Bishop ‘till ‘the ensuing General Confer- 
encé, and|the districts shall be regulated 
in the méan time as is provided in Part 
Il, chap, i, §2,!and. Part-II, chap. ii, §14; 
but no accusation shall be received against 
a Bishop except it be delivered in writing, 
signed’ by those, who are to prove the 
crime ; and’a copy of the accusation shall 
be given-to the accused Bishop. 
SECTION II. 
The Method of Proceeding against accused 
Traveling Ministers or Preachers, 

Quest. 1. What shall be done when.an 
Elder, Deacon, or Preacher is under report 
of being guilty of some crime expressly for- 
bidden in the word of God, sufficient to 
exclude a person from the kingdom of 
grace and glory ? 
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Prelimi- Answ. 1. In the interval of the 
nary trial. Annual Conference, let the Presid- 
ing Elder, in the absence of a Bishop, call 
as many traveling ministers as he shall 
think fit, at least five; and, if possible, 
bring the accused and the accuser face to 
face, and cause a correct record of the 
investigation to be kept and transmitted ~ 
to the Annual Conference. If the person 
be clearly convicted, he shall be suspended 
from all ministerial services and Church 
privileges until the ensuing Annual Con- 
ference, at which his case shall be fully 
considered and determined. But if the 
accused be a Presiding Elder, three of the 
senior Preachers of his district shall in- 
quire into the character of the report, and 
if they judge it necessary, call in the Pre- 
siding Elder of any adjoining district, 
who shall. appoint a Committee of five 
Elders from within the bounds of the An- 
nual Conference of which the accused is 
a member, and also preside at the exam- 
ination. 

If the accused and accuser cannot be 
brought face to face, but the supposed de- 
linquent flees from trial, it shall be received 
as a presumptive proof of guilt; and cut 
of the mouth of two or three witnesses he 
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shall be condemned. Nevertheless, even 
in that case, the Annual Conference shall 
reconsider and determine the whole matter. 

And if the accused be a Superannuated 
or Supernumerary Preach- Pape letdh : 
er, living out of the bounds  or-Supernumer- _ 
cf the Conference of which |" "8°" 
he is amember, he shall be held responsi- 
ble to the Annual Conference within whose 
bounds he may reside, who shall have 
power to try, acquit, suspend, locate, or 
expel him in the same manner as if he 
were a member of the said Conference.

referred to a committee, in ferred at Con- 
the presence of a Presiding “"°"°* 
Elder or a member appointed by the 
Bishop in his stead, who shall cause a 
faithful record of the proceedings and 
testimony to be laid before the Confer- 
ence; on which, with such other evidence 
as may be admitted, the case shall be 
decided. 

Quest. 2. What shall be done in cases 
of improper tempers, words, or actions ? 

Answ. The person so offending shall be 
reprehended by his senior in ee 
office. Should a second trans  conauct. 
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gression take place, one, two, or three 
ministers or preachers are to be taken as 
witnesses. If he. be not; then-cured, let 
the Presiding Elder proceed as in answer 
1 to question 1 of this/section. 

Quest... 3. What. shall, be, done ss a 
member of an Annual Conference, fails in 
business, or contracts debts which he is. 
not able to pay. ? 

Answ. Let the Presiding Elder appoint 
Faure in| three judicious members of the 
business. Church to inspect the accounts, 
contracts, and. circumstances of the sup- 
posed delinquent, and if, in their opinion, 
he has behaved dishonestly, or contracted 
debts without: the probability of paying, 
let the:case be disposed, of according. to 
the answer of question one of this section. 

Quest. 4.. What shall be done with those 
Ministers or Preachers who hold and dis- 
seminate, publicly) or privately, doctrines 
which are contrary. to our ‘Articles, of Re- 
ligion ? 

Answ. Let the same process be tend 
Hereticai  28'in case. of gross immorality : 
Doctrines, ut if the Minister or Preacher 
so offending do solemnly engage, not to 
disseminate such erroneous ‘doctrines in 
public or in private, he shali) be borne 
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with, till his‘case be laid before the next 
Annual Conference, whicn shall determine 
the matter. 

Quest. 5. What shall be done when a 
Traveling Minister is accused of being so 
unacceptable, inefficient, or secular as to 
be no longer useful in his work? 

.Answ; The Conference shall investigate 
the case, and: if it appear gyacceptabie — 
that the complaint: is well \ | or Mmefiicient 
founded, and the accused will not volun- 
tarily retire, the. Conference: may locate 
him without his consent. 

But should the Conference having juris- 
diction in any of the foregoing yin py 
cases judge it expedient to try » Committee. 
the accused by a select number, it may 
appoint not less than nine, nor more than 
fifteen of its members. for that purpose, 
the accused haying the right to; challenge 
for cause, who, in the p~esence of a Bishop 
ora chairman, which the President of the 
Conference shall appoint, and one or more 
of the Secretaries of the Conference, shall 
have full power to consider and determine 
the case according to the rules which 
govern Annual Conferences in such pro- 
ceedings, and they, shall, make 1 faithful 
report of all their doings to the Secretary 
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of the Conference in writing, and deliver 
‘up to him the bill of charges, the evidence 

taken, and the decision rendered, with all 

other documents brought into the trial. 


SECTION IIL. 
Proceedings against Preachers on Trial. 


A Preacher on trial who may be ac- 
cused of crime shall be accountable to the 
Quarterly Conference of the circuit on 
which he travels. The Presiding Elder 
shall call a committee of three Local 
Preachers, who may suspend him; and 
the Quarterly Conference may expel him: 
nevertheless, he shall have a right to an ap- 
peal to the next Annual Conference. 


SECTION IV. 
The Trial of Local Preachers. 


Quest. 1. What shall be done when a 
Local Elder, Deacon, or Preacher is re- 
ported to be guilty of some crime expressly 
forbidden in the word of God, sufficient 
to exclude a person from the kingdom of 
grace and glory? 

Answ. The Preacher having charge 
Acousedot _ SHall call a committee, consist- 
sey ing of three or more Local 
Preachers, before whom it shall be the 
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duty of the accused to appear, and by 
whom he shall be acquitted, or, if found ‘ 
guilty, suspended until the next Quarterly 
Conference. And the Preacher in charge 
shall cause exact minutes of the charges, 
_ testimony, and examination, together with 
the decision of the committee, to be laid 
before the Quarterly Conference, where it 
shall be the duty of the accused to appear, 
If the accused refuse or neglect to appear 
before said committee, he may be tried in 
his absence. 

And the President shall, at the com- 
mencement of the trial, appoint a Secre- 
tary, who shall take down regular minutes 
of the evidence of the trial; which minutes, 
when read and approved, shall be signed 
by the President, and also by the mem- 
bers of the Conference who are present, or 
a majority of them.* : 

Quest. 2. What shall be done in case of 
improper tempers, words, or actions § 

Answ. The person so offending shall be 
reprehended by the Preacher hav-  rmproper 
ing charge. Should a second conduct 
transgression take place, one, two, or 
three faithful friends are to be taken as

Quest. 3. What shall’ be done when a 
Local Elder, Deacon, or Preacher fails in 
business, or contracts debts which he is 
not able to pay ? 

Answ. Let the Preacher in charge ap- 
Failurein Point three judicious members 
business. of the Church to inspect the 
accounts, contracts, and circumstances of 
the supposed delinquent; and if, in’ their 
opinion, he has behaved dishonestly, or 
contracted debts without the probability 
of paying, let the case be disposed cf ac- 
cording to the answer to question” one of 
this section. 


SECTION V. 
Trial of an Accused Member, 


I. For Iworar Conpucr. 


Quest. 1. How shall an accused member 
be brought to trial? 

Answ. Before a, committee-of not less. 
than five, who shall not be members.of the 
Quarterly Conference, (and if the Preacher 
judge it necessary, he may select the com- 
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mittee from any part of the district,) in the 
presence of the Preacher in charge, who ~ 
shall preside in the trial, and cause exact 
minutes of the evidence and proceedings 
in the case to be taken. In the selection 
of the committee, the parties may challenge 
for cause. ! 

“If the accused person be found guilty by 
the decision of a majority of the committee, 
and the'crime be such as\is expressly for- 
bidden by the word of God; sufficient to 
exclude a person from the kingdom) of 
grace and glory, let the’Preacher in charge 
expel him. 

If the accused person evade a trial, by 
absentine himself after sufficient notice 
given him, he may be tried in his absence, 
ad ‘3 a guilty he shall be expelled. 
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Quest: 2. What shall we do with those 
members sof ory ‘Church who: habitually 
neglect the means of: grace, such as the 
public: worship of God, the Supper:of the 
Lord, family and private prayer, searching 
the Scriptures, class-meetings, spas gaest 
meetings ? 

Answ. 1, Let the Blder, Deacon, \OT one 
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of the Preachers visit them whenever it is 
practicable, and explain to them the con- 
sequence if they continue to neglect. 

2, If they do not amend, let him who 
hag the charge of the circuit or station 
bring their case before the society, or a 
select number, before whom they shall 
haye been cited to appear; and if they be 
found guilty of willful neglect by a de- 
cision of a majority of the members before 
whom their case is brought, let them be 
excluded.

But in cases of neglect of duties of any 
kind, imprudent conduct, indulging sinful 
tempers or words, the buying, selling, or 
using intoxicating liquors as a beverage, or 
disobedience to the order and discipline 
of the Church; first, let private reproof be 
given by a Preacher or Leader, and if there 
be an acknowledgment of the fault, and 
proper humiliation, the person may: be 
borne with. On a second offense, the 
Preacher or Leader may take one or two 
faithful friends. On a third offense let 
him be brought to trial, and if found 
guilty, and there be no sign of real humilia- 
tion, he shall be expelled. 
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IV. For Dissensron. 

If a member of our Church shall be ac- 
cused of endeayoring to sow dissension in 
any of our societies, by inveighing against 
either our doctrines or discipline, the per- 
son so offending shall first be reproved by 
the Preacher in charge, and if he persist 
_in such pernicious practice he shall be 

brought to trial, and if found guilty, ex- 
_ pelled. 


Y. DISAGREEMENT IN Business AND Non- 
PAYMENT or DEBTS, 

Quest. 3. How shall disputes between 
members of our Church, concerning busi- 
ness transactions, be settled ? 

Answ. 1. On any disagreement between 
two. or more members of our Church con- 
cerning business transactions, which can- 
not be settled by the parties, the Preacher 
in charge shall inquire into the circum 
stances of the case, and shall recommend 
to the parties a reference, consisting of two 
arbiters chosen by the plaintiff, and two 
chosen by the defendant, which four arbi- 
ters so chosen shall nominate a fifth; the 
five arbiters being members of our Church. 

Ifcither party rene to abide their judg- 
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ment he shall be brought to trial, and if 
he fail to show sufficient cause for such 
refusal he shall be expelled. 

2. If any member of our Church shall 
refuse, in cases of debt or other disputes, 
to refer the matter to arbitration when re- 
commended by the Preacher in charge, or 
shall enter into a lawsuit with another 
member before these measures are taken, 
he shall be brought to trial, and if he fail 
to show that the case is of such a nature 
as to require and justify a process at law 
he shall be expelled. 


VI. INSOLVENCY ON THE PART OF ANY OF 
ouR MEMBERS. 

Quest. 4. What shall be done in cases of 
insolvency ? 

Answ. 1, The Preachers who have the 
oversight of circuits and stations are re- 
quired to execute all our rules fully and 
strenuously against all frauds, and par- 
ticularly against dishonest insolvencies; 
suffering none to remain in our Church on 
any account who are found guilty of any 
’ fraud. 

2. To prevent scandal, when any of our 
members fail in business, or contract debts 
which they are not able to pay, let two or 
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three judicious members of the Church in- 
spect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the case of the supposed delin- 
quent, and, if they judge that he has 
bebaved dishonestly, or borrowed money 
without a probability of paying, let him 
be brought to trial, and if found guilty 
expelled, 


Vil. Genera Directions. 


1. In all the foregoing cases of trial, 
witnesses from without shall not be re- 
jected; and the testimony of an absent 
witness may be taken before the Preacher 
in charge, or a Preacher appointed by the 
Presiding Elder of the district within 
which such witness resides; provided, in 
every case sufficient notice has been given 
to the adverse party of the time and place 
of taking such testimony. The accused 
shall have the right to call to his assist- 
ance, as counsel, any member in good and 
regular standing in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, 

2, If in any of the above-mentioned 
cases the Preacher in charge differ in judg- 
ment from the majority of the Committee 
concerning the guilt or innocence of the 
accused, he may refer the trial to the en- 
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suing Quarterly Conference, which shall 
have authority to order a new trial. 

3. After such forms of trial and expul- 
sion such person shall have no privileges 
of society or of sacraments in our Church 
without contrition, confession, and satis 
factory reformation. 
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CHAPTER II. 
TRIAL OF APPEALS. 


SECTION I. 
Appeals of Traveling Ministers or Preachers. 


1, In all the above-mentioned cases of 
trial, and conyiction,* an appeal to the 
ensuing General Conference shall be al- 
lowed, if the condemned person signify 
his intention to appeal, at the time of his 
condemnation, or at any time thereafter 
when he is informed thereof, 

2. The General Conference may try ap- 
peals from members of Annual  pyiai nS 
Conferences who may havebcen Committee. 
censured, suspended, expelled, or located 
without their consent, by a Committee 
embracing not less than fifteen of its mem- 
bers, nor more than one member from 
each delegation, who, in the presence of a 
Bishop presiding, and one or more of the 
Secretaries of the Conference keeping a 
iithful record of all the proceedings had, 
shall have full power to hear and deter- 
mine the case, subject to the rules and 
regulations which govern the suid Confer-

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ence in such proceedings, and the records 
made and the papers submitted in such 
trials shall be presented to the Conference, 
and be filed and preserved with the papers 
of that body. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary 
Duty of of the Annual Conference care- 
Secretary. fylly to preserve the minutes of 
the trial, whether taken before a Commit- 
tee or before the Conference, and all the 
documents relating to the case, together 
with the charge or charges, and the speci- 
fication or specifications; which minutes 
and documents cnly, in case of an appeal 
from the decision of an Annual Confer- 
ence, shall be presented to the General 
Conference in evidence on the case, 

And in all cases, when an appeal is 
Modeot Made, and admitted by the Gen- 
arial: eral Conference, the appellant 
shall either state personally, or by his 
representatave, (who shall be a member 
of the Conference,) the grounds of his ap- 
peal, showing cause why he appeals, and 
he shall be allowed to make his defense 
without interruption. After which the 
representatives of the Annual Conference 
from whose decision the appeal is made 
shall be permitted to respond in presence 
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of the appellant, who shall have the privi- 
lege of replying to such representatives, 
which shall close the pleadings on both 
sides. This done, the appellant shall with- 
draw, and the Conference or Committee 
on the case shall decide. And after such 
form of trial and expulsion, the person so 
expelled shall have no privileges of soci- 
ety or sacraments in our Church without 
confession, contrition, and satisfactory ref- 
ormation, 


SECTION II. 
Appeals of Local Preachers. 


In case of condemnation, the Local 
Preacher, Deacon, or Elder shall be al- 
lowed to appeal to the next Annual Con- 
ference, provided that he signify to the 
Quarterly Conference his determination to 
appeal; in which case the President shall 
lay the minutes of the trial before the said 
Annual Conference, at which the Local 
Preacher, Deacon, or Elder, so appealing, 
may appear; and the said Annuai Confer- 
ence, by Committee, as in the case of ‘ac- 
cused Traveling Preachers, or in full ses- 
sion, shall judge, and finally determine 
from the minutes of the said trial, so laid 
before them. 
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SECTION Ii. 
Appeals of Members. : 


If there be a murmur or complaint 
from any excluded person in any of the 
above-mentioned instances* that justice 
has not been done, he, not haying absent- 
ed himself from trial after due notice was 
given him, shall be allowed an appeal to 
the next Quarterly Conference; and no 
member thereof having been a member of 
the Committee for the trial of such per- 
son shall be permitted to vote on the case ; 
and the Preacher in charge shall present 
exact minutes of the evidence and pro- 
ceedings of the trial to the Quarterly Con- 
ference, from which minutes the case. 
shall finally be determined. And if, in 
the judgment of the Presiding Elder, be- 
cause of local prejudice, an impartial trial ' 
cannot be had in the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of the circuit or station where the 
appellant resides, he may, on the demand 
of either party, cause the appeal to. be 
tried by any other Quarterly Conference 
within his district, after due notice to the 
complainant and appellant,

RESTORATION OF CREDENTIALS OF OR 
DINATION, 


SECTION I. 


Credentials of those who have been Traveling 
Preachers. 


Wuen any Trayeling Elder or Deacon is 
deprived of his credentials, by expulsion 
or otherwise, they shall be filed with the 
papers of the Annual Conference of which 
he was a member; and should he, at any 
future time, give satisfactory evidence to 
the said Conference of his amendment, and 
procure a certificate of the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the circuit or station where he 
resides, or of an Annual Conference who 
may have admitted him on trial, recom- 
mending to the Annual Conference of 
which he was a member formerly, the res- 
toration of his credentials, the said Con- 
ference may restore them, 


SECTION IL 
Credentials of Local Preachers. 


When a Local Elder or Deacon shall 
be expelled, the Presiding Elder shall re- 
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quire of him the credentials of his ordina- 
tion, to be filed with the papers of the 
Annual Conference within the limits of 
which the expulsion has taken place. And 
should he, at any future time, produce to 
the Annual Conference a certificate of his 
restoration, signed by the President, and 
countersigned by the Secretary of the 
Quarterly Conference, his credentials may 
be restored to him,

DEARI Y¥ BELOVED BRETHREN,— The Scrip- 
tures teach us that the Church is the house- 
hold of God, the body of which Christ is 
the Head, and that it is the design of the 
Gospel to bring together in one all who are 
in Christ. The fellowship of the Church 
is the communion that its members enjoy, 
one with another. The ends of this~fel- 
lowship are, the maintenance of sound doc- 
trine, and of the ordinances of Christian 
worship, and the exercise of that power ot 
godly admonition and discipline which 
Christ has committed to his Church for the 
promotion of holiness.

At the day and time appointed for solemnization 
of matrimony, the persons to be married—hav- 
ing been qualified according to, law—standing 
together, the man on the right hand, and the 
woman on the left, the minister shall say + 


DEARLY BELOVED, we are gathered together 
here in the sight of God, and in the pres- 
ence of these witnesses, to join together 
this man and this woman in holy matri- 
mory; which is an honorable estate, insti- 
tuted of God in the time of man’s innocency, 
signifying unto us the mystical union that 
is between Christ and his Church; which 
holy estate Christ adorned and beautified 
with Ilis presence, and first miracle that he 
wrought, in Cana of Galilee, and is corm- 
mended of St. Paul to be honorable among 
ul men; and therefore is not by any to be 
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entered into unadvisedly, but reverently, 
discreetly, and in the fear of God. 

Into which holy estate these two persons 
present come now to be joined. Therefore 
if any .can show just cause why they may 
not lawfully be joined together, let him 
now speak, or else hereafter forever hold 
his peace,

Wilt thou love, honor, and 
keep him, in sickness and in health: and 
forsaking all other, keep thee only unto 
him, so long as ye both shall live? 


The woman shall answer, 
I will. 


[Then the minister shall cause the man with his 
right hand to take the woman by her right 
hand, anil to say after him as followeth :

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I, WV, take thee, AL, to be my wedded hns- 
band, to have and to hold, from this day 
forward, for better, for worse, for richer, 
for poorer, in sickness and in health, to 
love and to cherish, til! death us do part, 
according to God’s holy ordinance: and 
thereto I plight thee my faith.] 


Then shall the minister say? 


O eternal God, Creator and Preseryer of 
all mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the 
Author of everlasting life; send thy bless- 
ing upon these thy seryants, this man and 
this woman; whom we bless in thy name; 
that as Isaac and Rebecca lived faithfully 
together, so these persons may surely per- 
form and keep the vow and covenant be- 
tween them made, and may ever remain in 
perfect love and peace together, and live 
according to thy laws, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

Behold, [show yeu a mystery; we 
shall not all sleep, but we shall ail be 
changed, in a moment, in the twinkling 
ofan eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed.

ruption, and this mortal must put on im- 
mortality. So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall 
be brought to pass the saying that is 
written, Death is swailowed up in victory. 

O grave, 
avhere is thy victery? The sting of death 
is sin; and the strength of sin is the law.

have taught you publicly and from house 
to house, testifying both to the Jews and 
also to the Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ.

And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall see 
my face no more. Wherefore I take you 
to record this day, that I am pure rrom the 
blood of all men.

And 
now, brethren, I commend you to God, 
and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to give you an 
inheritance among all them which are 
sanctified. I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel: yea, ye yourselves 
know that these hands have ministered 
unto my necessities, and to them that were 
with me. I have showed you all things, 
how that so laboring ye ought to support 
the weak; and to remember the words of 
the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 


Then another shall read 
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The Gospel, St. John xxi, 15-17. 


Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son — 
of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these? 
He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou know- 
est. that I love thee. He saith unto him, 
Feed my lambs. He saith to him again 
the second time, Simon, son of Jonas, loy- 
est thou me? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love thee.

The Bishop. Are you ready with faithful

God’s word, and both privately and openly 
to call upon and encourage others to the 
same ? 

Answ. I am ready, the Lord being my 
helper. 

The Bishop. Will your deny all ungodli- 
ness and worlWy lust, and live soberly,

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righteously, and godly, in this present 
world, that you may show yourself in all 
things an example of good works unto 
others, that the adversary may be ashamed, 
having nothing to say against you? 

Answ. I will so do, the Lord being my 
helper, 

The Bishop. Will you maintain and set 
forward, as much as shall lie in you, quiet- 
ness, love, and peace among all men; and 
such as shall be unquiet, disobedient, and 
criminal, correct and punish according to 
such authority as you have by God’s word, 
and as shall be committed unto you? 

Answ. I will so do, by the teins: of 
God. 

The Bishop. Will you be faithful i in. or- 
daining, or laying hands upon and sending 
others, and in all the other duties of your 
office ?

pasture, The thief cometh not but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy; I am 
come that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly. I 
am the good shepherd: the good shepherd 
giveth his life for the sheep. But he that 
is a hireling, and not the she»herd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf com- 
ing, and leaveth the sheep, and fleet, and 
the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the 
sheep.

And if it shail hap- 
pen, the same Church, or any member 
thereof, do take any hurt or hinderance by 
reason of your negligence, ye know the 
greatness of the fault, and also the horri- 
ble punishment that will ensue. Where- 
fore consider with yourselves the end of 
the ministry toward the children of God, 
toward the spouse and body of Christ; 
and see that you never cease your labor, 
your care and diligence, until you have 
done all that lieth in you, according to 
your bounden duty, to bring all such as 
are or shall be committed to your charge, 
unto that agreement in the faith and know 
edge of God, and to that ripeness and per- 
fectness of age in Christ, that there be no 
place left among you, either for error in 
religion, or for viciousness in life. 
Forasmuch then as your office is both of 
s0 great excellency, and of so great diffi- 
culty, ye see with how great care and 
study ye ought to apply yourselves, as well 
that ye may show yourselves dutiful and 
thankful unto that Lord who hath placed 
you in so high a dignity ; as alse to beware 
that neither you yourselves offend, ner be 
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occasion that others offend. Howheit ye 
cannot have a mind and will thereto of 
yourselves; for that will and ability is 
given of God alone; therefore ye ought, 
and have need to pray earnestly for his 
Holy Spirit. And seeing that ye cannot 
by any other means compass the doing of 
80 weighty a work, pertaining to the salva- 
tion of man, but with doctrine and exhort- 
ation taken out of the Holy Scriptures, 
and with a life agreeable to the same; 
consider how studious ye ought to be in 
reading and learning the Scriptures, and 
in framing the manners, both of yourselves 
and of them that specially pertain unto 
you, according to the rule of the same 
Scriptures; and for this self-same cause, 
how ye ought to forsake and set aside (as 
much as you may) all worldly cares and 
studies, 

We have good hope that you have all 
weighed and pondered these things with 
yourselves long before this time: and that 
you have clearly determined, by God’s 
grace, to give yourselves wholly to this 
office, whereunto it hath pleased God to 
cali you: so that, as much as lieth in yon, 
you will apply yourselves whclly to this 
one thing, and draw all your cares and 
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atudies this way, and that you will contin- 
ually pray to God the Father, by the me- 
diation of our only Saviour Jesus Christ, 
for the heavenly assistance of the Holy 
Ghost; that by daily reading and weigh- 
ing of the Scriptures, ye may wax riper 
and stronger in your ministry; and that 
ye may so endeavor to sanctify the lives 
of you and yours, and to fashion them aft- 
er the rule and doctrine of Christ, that 
ye may be wholesome and godly examples 
and patterns for the people to follow. 

And now that this present congregation 
of Christ, here assembled, may also under- 
stand your minds and wills in these things, 
and that this your promise may the more 
move you to do your duties: ye shall 
answer plainly to these things which we, 
in the name of God and his Church, shall 
demand of yon touching the same. 

Do you think in your heart that you are 
truly called, according to the will of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to the order of elders? 

Answ. I think so. 

The Bishop. Ave you persuaded that the 
Holy Scriptures contain sufficiently all 
doctrine required of necessity for eternal 
salvation through faith in Jesus Christ?

The Bishop. Will you then give youn 
faithful diligence always so to minister the 
doctrine and sacrements, and discipline of 
Christ, as the Lord hath commanded ? 

Answ. I will so do, by the help, of the 
Lord. 

The Bishop. Will you be ready with all 
faithful diligence to banish and drive away 
all erroneous and strange doctrines con- 
trary to God’s word; and to use both pub 
lic and private monitions and exhortations, 
as well to the sick as to the whole within 
your charge, as need shall require and 
occasion shall be given? 

Answ. I will, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you be diligent. in 
prayers, and in reading of the Holy Scrip 
tures, and in such studies as help to the 
knowledge of the same, laying aside the 
study of the world and the flesh? 

Answ. I will ondeavor go to do, tle Lord 
being my helper.

Answ.1: Itiis recommended that where- 
Bich Conférence Ver practicable each Con- 
one Academy. ference have at) least one 
academy or seminary under its direct) su- 
pervision; and that such institutions con- 
fine themselves to their cans sphere 
of dutics. 

2. It is also pie daca iea that, as a gen- 
Pour Conferences Chali thing, not less. than 
to one University. four Conferences unite in 
the support of a college or university; and 
the Conferences are earnestly advised not 
to multiply schools, especially of this higher 
grade, beyond the wants of the people o: or 
their ability to sustain them. 

3. All these schools are, to a certain 

extent, beneficiary institutions. 


Endowment rhe academy must be furnished 
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with buildings ‘and apparatus by the be- 
nevolence of the’'Church. The college 
must, in addition to these, have such en- 
dowmenta as shall yield a regular income 
sufficient to meet its current expenses ; 
and, that our people may be properly in- 
structed in this matter, it shall be the duty

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tablished, to appoint a standing commit- 
tee, (which shall keep a record of its

9. If shall be the duty of the Preacher 
an charge, aided by the Committee on 
Missions, to appoint missionary collectors, 
and furnish them with suitable books and 
instructions, that they may call on each 
member of the society, or Church and con- 
gregation, and on other persons, at their 
discretion, for his or her annual, semi- 
annual, quarterly, menthily, or weekly con- 
tributions for the support of missions. 
Said collectors shall make monthly returns 
{unless otherwise instructed by the Com- 
mittee) to the Preacher in charge, or to 
the Missionary Treasurer of the Church, if 
there be such Treasurer appointed by the 
Committee on Missions. Sueh returns 
shall be fuirly entered in a book, which 
the Committee shall previde, together with 
collections and contributiens received from 
other sourees, Such entries shall set forth 
the name of each collector, the real or as- 
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sumed names of the contributors to each 
collector, with the amount contributed by 
each. 

10. Each Preacher in charge shall re- 
port at Conference, to the Executive Com- 
mittee, or Board of Managers of the 
Conference Missionary Society, a plain tran- 
script of the record of the returns provided 
for in item nine, comprehending the name 
of each collector in his charge, and the 
name, real or assumed, of each contributor 
to each collector, that they may be by said 
Executive Committee, or Board of Mana- 
gers, properly arranged by districts and 
by charges for publication in the Annual 
Report of the Conference Missionary So- 
ciety, together with the contributions and 
collections received from other sources, 
unless the Conference shall by vote declare 
such transcript returns and such publica- 
tion not to be advisable. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Preacher 
in charge, with the aid of the Committee 
on Missions, to present once in the year to 
the Societies, or the Churches and congre- 
gations, the cause of missions, and to ask 
public collections and contributions for 
the support of the same. The manner of 
asking and taking such collections and 
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contributions shall be at the discretion of 
the Pastor and the Committee on Mis- 
sions, with this injunction, that the Pastor 
shall preach, or cause to be preached on 
the occasion, one or more sermons; and 
with the recommendation that one whole 
Sabbath day be given to the cause, on this 
annual presentation of missions, in our 
principal Churches and congregations. 

12. It shall be the duty of the Preacher in 
charge to see that each Sunday- .. say-school 
school in our Churches and Missionary 
congregations be organized si Binds 
into a Missionary Society, under such rules 
and regulations as the Pastor, the Superin- 
tendent, and teachers may prescribe. And 
the missionary contributions of the Sun- 
day-schools shall be reported in a separate 
column in the Annual and General Minutes. 

13. The President of the Conference, at 
each session, shall appoint conrerence Mis- 
one of its members, with “on™y Sermon. 
an alternate, to preach a missionary ser- 
mon during its next succeeding session, 
at such time and place as the officers of the 
Conference Missionary Society shall de- 
signate, and said officers shall cause timely 
notice of such sermon to be published 
abroad 
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14. When the character of the Presid- 
Examination or ing Elder is under examina- 
ny er tion, the Bishop shall ask 
him whether the provisions of the Disci- 
pline for the support of missions have 
beew carried out on his district ; and when 
the character of a Preacher in charge is 
examined, inquire of hin what amount has 
been raised on his charge for missions. 

15. Phe Corresponding Secretary of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church shall be a member of such 
Amnualt Conference as he may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, select. 

16, Any Annual Conference may, at its 
Domestic Mis- Option, by a vote of two 
sionary Society. thirds of its members, as- 
sume the responsibility of supporting such 
missions, already established within its 
own limits, as have hitherto been reported 
under the head of “ Missions in the Desti- 
tute Portions of the Regular Work ;” and 
for this purpose it shall be at liberty to 
organize a Conference Domestic Society, 
with branches; provided, such organization 
shall not interfere with the collections for 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, as required by the Dis- 
cipline. Provided, also, that in case more 
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funds shall be raised. for such missions 
than are needed, the surplus shall be paid 
over to the Treasurer of the Parent So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
at New York, to be appropriated to such 
mission or migsions, under the care of the 
Society, as may be designated by said 
Conference. 


SECTION IV. 


Of Church Extension. 

Quest. What can be done for the relief 
of feeble Churches embarrassed with debt, 
and to secure suitable sites for, and houses 
of, public worship, and otherwise promote 
the cause of Church Extension among us? 

Answ. 1. Let our Church Extension So- 
ciety be liberally supported, and let ils 
rules and methods be carefully observed. 

2, Each Annual Conference shall ap- 
point a Board of Church Extension, com- 
posed of equal numbers of ministers and 
laymen, consisting of a President, Vice 
President, Corresponding Secretary, Re- 
cording Secretary, and Treasurer, and not 
less than three additional members, so 
located that a quorum thereof may be 
convened at any time; and the Secretary 
of the Conference shall immediately there- 
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after notify the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Parent Society of such appointment, 
and of the names and post-office address 
of each member thereof. 

Said Board shall have authority to 
adopt By-Laws not inconsistent with the 
Constitution of the Parent Society, and 
shall, under the direction of the Parent 
Board, have charge of all the interests and 
work of Church Extension within the 
bounds of the Conference. It shall, in 
connection with the Conference, take all 
necessary measures to procure liberal an- 
nual collections from each congregation 
in the Conference, and special donations 
and bequests to the Loan Fund of the So- 
ciety. It shall carefully examine all appli- 
cations for aid from within the bounds of 
the Conference, and recommend only such 
as are found to be truly needy and meri- 
torious. It shall keep and preserve in 
suitable books, to be furnished by the 
Parent Board, a faithful record of all its 
proceedings, and account of amounts asked 
and received each year from every pastoral 
charge. And the Treasurer of said Board 
shall remit all funds in his hands to the 
Treasurer of the Parent Society at least 
once in every three months, 
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It shall make full report of its proceed- 
ings for the preceding year to each ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference, and at the 
same time to the Parent Board. 

3. All applications for aid from the 
funds of the Society shall be made in ac- 
cordance with blank forms to be furnished 
by the Parent Board, and shall contain 
the information therein required. Every 
such application for aid’ shall be first sub- 
mitted to the Conference Board of Church 
Extension; and the said Board shall cer- 
tify its action thereon to the Parent Board, 
and aid shall be granted only by the con- 
current action of both the Conference and 
the Parent Boards. Provided, however, 
that in any case in which such Conference 
Board cannot be created, or act, the Bish- 
op having charge, or a committee by him 
appointed, may perform the duties herein 
imposed upon the Conference Board. 

4, It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Elder to bring the subject of Church Ex- 
tension before the Quarterly Conference of 
each circuit and station witzin his district 

_at the last Quarterly Conference in each 
year; and said Conference shall appoint a 
committee of not less than three nor more 
than five, of which the Preacher in charge 
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shall be chairman, to be called the Com- 
mittee on Church Extension, whose duty 
it shall be to, aid the Preacher in charge 
in carrying into effect the plans of the Par- 
ent and Conference Boards, and securing 
liberal contributions in aid of the Church 
. Extension Society; and the Presiding El- 
der shall inquire, in the third Quarterly 
Conference of each year, what has been 
done for the cause of Church Extension. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Preacher 
in charge, aided by the Committee on 
Church Extension, to provide for the dif- 
fusion of information concerning the work 
and wants of the Church Extension So- 
ciety; he shall preach, or cause to be 
preached, a sermon on this subject in each 
congregation once in every year, and so- 
licit contributions from each in aid of the 
Church Extension Society. He shall also 
invite private contributions and bequests 
to the ‘‘Loan Funp” of the Society. 

6. The Corresponding Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society shall be amem- 
ber of such Annual Conference as he may, 
with the approbation of the’ Bishops, 
select. 
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SECTION V. 


Printing and Circulation of Filigious 
Tracts. 


Provis.on is made for the publication at the 
Book Concern of cheap books and tracts in our 
own end foreign languages. For the duties of 
“the Editor of Tracts and Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the Tract Society, see Part V, § 6. 
Our Tract Society is designed to aid in the dif- 
fusion of religious knowledge by the circulation 
of our evangelical publications. 


1. It is recommended to our people 
eyery-where to form Tract Soci-  pract so- 
eties, auxiliary to the Tract So-  sleties 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

2. It is recommended to Preachers in 
charge to make annually in 
their several congregations, col- 
lections in behalf of the Tract Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

3. It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Elder to bring the Tract cause ppract Dis- 
before the last Quarterly Meet-  t7iPution. 
ing Conference of each year, in each eir- 
cuit and station within his district, and 
said Conference shall appoint a commit- 
tee whose duty it shall be to devise and 
execute plans for local tract distribution. 


Collections. 
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SECTION VI. 


Printing and Circulating Books, Tracts, 
and Periodicals, 


1. The principal establishments of the 
Book Concern shall be in the cities of 
New York and Cincinnati; the Agents of 
our principal establishments at New York 
and Cincinnati, and the Editors of our 
books and periodicals, to be elected by 
the General Conference; and there shall 
be such other establishments as the Gener- 
al Conference may deem expedient. 

2. There shall be an Agent and two 
Agents at Assistant Agents, who shall con- 
New York. duct the business of the Book 
Concern at New York and on the Pacific 
Coast, one of whomshall reside at San Fran- 
cisco. These shall be chosen from among 
the Traveling Preachers, and shail be mem- 
bers of such Conferences as they may, with 
the approbation of the Bishops, select. 

3. The Agents shall have authority to 
regulate the publications and all other 
parts of the business of the Concern, ex- 
cept what belongs to the editorial depart- 
ments, as the state of the finances will ad- 
mit, and the demands may require. It 
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shall be their duty to send an exhibit of 
the state of the Book Concern at New 
York to each session of the Annual Con- 
ferences, and report quadrennially to the 
General Conference. 

4, They shall publish such books and 
tracts as are recommended by the General 
Conference, and may, if approved by the 
Editors, publish such as are recom- 
mended by the Book Committee, or rec- 
ommended by an Annual Conference; 
and they may reprint any book or tract 
which has been once approved and pub- 
. lished by us, when in their judgment, and 
in the judgment of the Editors, the same 
ought to be reprinted; or they may pub- 
lish any new work which may be approved 
by the Editors. 

5. There shall be an Editor of the Meth- 
odist Quarterly Review and gen- ators. 
eral books, and an Editor for the 
Christian Advocate, and an Editor of the 
Northern Christian Advocate, and an Ed- 
jtor of the California Christian Advocate, 
who, if chosen from among the Traveling 
Preachers, shall be members of such Con- 
ferences as they may, with the approba- 
tion of the Bishops, select. There shall 
be an Editor of the Sunday-School Adyo- 
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cate at New York, whose further duty it 
shall be, in consultation with the Book 
Agents, to superintend the preparation of 
Sunday-school library books and children’s 
tracts. He shall also have charge of all 
our tract publications, including the Good 
News, and shall be Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Tract Society. There shall also 
be an Editor of the Sunday-School Jour- 
nal at New York, whose further duty it 
shall be, in consultation with the Book 
Agents, to have charge of the department 
of Sunday-School Requisites, including 
books of instruction for Sunday-schools . 
and Normal Classes.. He shall be Corre- 
sponding Secretary of the Sunday-School 
Union and Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Sunday-School Instruction. The 
Tract Society and the Sunday-School 
Union shall cach pay such proportion of 
the salary of its Corresponding Secretary 
as the Book Committee, in consultation 
with the Executive Committee of each 
Society, shall consider just, in view of the 
time speat by each Secretary in the sery- 
ice of his Society. 

6. There shall be an Agent and an As- 
Agents av sistant Agent to ccnduct the 
Cincinnati. Western Book Concern in Cin- 
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cinnati, to be chosen from among the 
Traveling Preachers, who shall manage 
the business in the western country, so as 
_ to co-operate with the Agents at New 
York, and shall be members of such Con- 
ferences as they may, with the approbation 
of the Bishops, select. 
~ (1.) They shall have authority to pub- 
lish any book or tract which has’ been pre- 
viously published by the Agents at New 
York, when in their judgment, and in the 
judgment of the Book Committee, the de- 
mand for such publication will justify, and 
the interests of the Church require it. 
Provided, they shall not reprint our large 
works, such as the Commentaries, quarto 
Bible, Wesley’s and Fletcher’s Works, or 
any other work containing more than seven 
hundred pages. And the Agents at New 
York shall fill the orders for the Agents at 
Cincinnati for the plates of such books or 
tracts; and when the Agents at New York 
are about to issue any new work of less 
than seven hundred pages, they shall, 
when practicable, give notice to the Agents 
at Cincinnati, and furnish, if ordered by 
them, duplicate plates, which, with the 
above, shall be at cost. 
(2.) They shall publish such books and 
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tracts as are recommended to them for pub- 
lication by the General Conference; and 
they may publish any new work which 
shall be approved by the Editors; and 
may publish any work recommended by the 
Book Committee, or by an Annual Confer- 
ence, if approved by the Editors. 

(8.) Printed sheets ordered by the Agents 
from New York shall be sent at fifty per 
cent., and bound books of the General 
Catalogue at forty per cent., discount from 
the retail prices; and those ordered from 
Cincinnati to New York to be sent on the 
same terms, the agency sending the books 
to be charged with the expense of trans- 
portation. 

(4.) It shall be the duty of the Agents to 
send an exhibit of the state of the Book 
Concern at Cincinnati to each session of 
all the Annual Conferences, and report 
quadrennially to the General Conference, 

(5.) The Agents of this establishment 
shall remit to the Agents at New York 
during the current year as largely and as 
frequently as their funds will allow, and 
to the full amount of stock furnished, if 
practicable, They shall also pay one third 
of the salaries and traveling expenses of the 
Bishops, and also the same proportion of 
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all other appropriations made by the said 
Generai Conference, unless otherwise or- 
dered by said Conference. 

(G.) There shall be an Editor of the 
Ladies’ Repository, general books 
and tracts, except those in the 
German language, and an Editor of the 
Western, of the Northwestern, and of the 
Central Christian Advocates, who, if chosen 
from among the Traveling Preachers, shall 
bemembers of such Conferencesas they may, 
with the approbation of the Bishops, select. 

(7.) There shall be an Editor in the Ger- 
man department, who shall haye charge 
of the Christian Apologist and Sunday- 
School Bell, and perform all the editorial 
duties necessary in the printing of such 
books and tracts as may be recommended 
to the Agents as above, for publication in 
the German language. 

%. The Book Committee shall consist of 
fifteen Traveling Ministers, 
to be chosen by the Gener- 
al Conference. During the interval of 
the General Conference they shall have 
power to fill any vacancy that may occur 
in their own body. It shall be the duty 
of this Committee to examme into the 
condition of the publishing interests of the

Editors. 


Book Committee. 
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Church, to inspect the accounts of the 
several Agents, and make a report thereof 
yearly to all the Annual Conferences, and 
to the General Conference. They shall 
also attend to such matters as may be re- 
ferred to them by the Editors or Agents 
for their action or counsel. And they 
shall have power to suspend an Editor or 
Agent from his official relation as such, if 
they judge it necessary for the interests of 
tlie Church and the Concern. And a time 
shall be fixed, at as early a day as practi- 
cable, for the investigation of the official 
conduct of the said Editor or Agent, at 
which two or more of the Bishops shall 
be requested to attend; and by the con- 
currence of the Bishops present, and of a 
majority of the Committee, he may be re- 
moved from office in the interval of the 
General Conference. And in case a va- 
cancy occurs in any of the agencies or 
editorial departments authorized by. the 
General Conference, it shall be the duty 
of the Book Committee, and two or more 
of the General Superintendents, as soon 
as practicable, to provide for such vacancy 
until the next General Conference. 

8. Every Annual Conference shall ap- 
point a committee, who, in the absence of 
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the Agent shall attend to the collection of 
the accounts sent out from’ pebts to the 
the Book Concern, and re- B°0# Concern. 
turn an accurate report of the same. 

Every Presiding Elder, Minister, and 
Preacher shall do every thing in his power 
to recover all debts due to the Concern, 
for books or periodicals, within the bounds 
of his charge. If any person, Preacher or 
member, be indebted to the Book Con- 
cern, and refuse or neglect to make pay- 
ment, or to come to a just settlement, let 
him be dealt with in the same manner as 
is directed in other cases of debt and dis- 
puted accounts.* ’ 

9. There shall also be pabliitied the 
Pittsburgh Christian Advocate at rite i 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; and the Pacific mittees. 
Christian MA-votiate in Portland, Oregon; 
for each of which there shall he an Editor, 
who, if chosen from among the Traveling 
Preachers, shall be a member of such Con- 
ference as he may, with the approbation 
of the Bishop, select. There shall also be 
for each of these papers a separate Pub- 
lishing Committee, whose duties shall be 
similar with regard to them to those of the

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Book Agents and Book Commitee, in re- 
lation to the publications under their care, 
so far as they may be applicable to the 
establishments under their supervision, 
10, The Publishing Committee of the 
Pittsburgh Christian Advocate shall con- 
sist of three members from the Pittsburgh 
Conference, two from the Erie Conference, 
and two from West Virginia Conference, 
to be chosen by the General Conference. 
11. The Publishing Committee of the 
Pacific Christian Advocate shall consist 
of five members of the Oregon Conference, 
to be chosen aueally by said Confer- 
ence. 
‘ 12. The Publishing Committee in each 
of these establishments shall keep an ac- 
count of the receipts and expenditures for 
the paper, correspond with the Agents at 
New York, hold all moneys, after defray- 
ing current expenses, subject to their order, 
and shall report annually on the state of 
the establishment to their Conference, and 
to the Agents at New York. And when- 
ever it shall be found that such papers do 
not fully support themselves, with such 
aid as may have been allowed them, it 
shall be the duty of the Publishing Com- 
mittees to discontinue them. 
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13. There shall be a depository of our 
books at Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania; at Boston, Massachu- 
setts; and at Buffalo, New York; furnished 
by the Agents at New York with full sup- 
plies of the books of our General Cata- 
logue, Sunday-school books, and tracts, to 
be sold for the Concern on the same terms 
as at New York. Provided, that there 
shall not be more than fifteen thousand 
dollars’ worth at Pittsburgh, nor more 
than ten thousand dollars’ worth at Bos- 
ton. There shall also be a depository at 
Chicago, Illinois, and one at St. Louis, 
Missouri, to be auplied by ‘the Agents at 
Cincinnati. 

14. The expenses incident to the trans- 
portation, management, and sale of our 
books at these depositories having been 
met out of the sales, according to an ar- 
rangement with the Agents, the net pro- 
ceeds shall be forwarded to said Agents as 
fast as possible. 

15. Full statements shall be made to 
the Agents semi-annually, at dates fixed’ 
by them, of the amount of sales and of 
expenses; distinguishing cash sales from 
those on credit. And, also, annual state- 
ments shall be made of the amount of stock. 


Depositories. 
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16. If it shall appear to the Agents that 
the business at either of the depositories 
is not well managed, or that remittances 
are not duly made, they shall immediately 
correct the error complained of; or, with 
the concurrence of the Book Committee, 
cause the affairs of the Depository to be 
wound up. 

17. No books shall hereafier be sold on 
commission, either from New York, Oin- 
cinnati, or any other depository or estab- 
lishment under our direction. 

18. The salaries of the Editors and 
Agents at New York and San 
Francisco, and‘ of the Northern 
Christian Advocate, the salaries of the 
Agents and Editors at Cincinnati, and the 
Editors at Chicago and St. Louis, shall 
be fixed by the Book Committee. And 
the salaries of the Editors of the papers at 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and at Portlana, 
Oregon, shall be fixed by the Publishing 
Committees having charge of those papers 
respectively. The amounts to be appro- 
priated for Correspondence shall also be 
fixed by the Book Committee. 

19. The profits arising from the Book 
Concern, after a suflicient capital 
to carry on the business is retained, 


Salaries. 


Profits. 
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shall be regularly applied to the support 
of the deficient Traveling Preachers and 
their families, the widows and orphans of 
Preachers, etc. The Book Agents shall 
every year send forward to each Annual 
Conference an account of the dividend 
which the several Annual Conferences 
may draw that year; and each Conference 
may draw for its proportionate part on 
any person who has book money in hands, 
and the drafts, with the receipt of the 
Conference thereon, shall be sent to the 
Book Agents, and be placed to the credit 
of the person who paid the same. 

20. The Annual Conferences are affec- 
tionately and earnestly re- 
quested not to establish any 
more Conference papers; and where such 
papers exist, they may be discontinued 
when it can be done consistently with 
existing obligations. 

21. Any Traveling Preacher who may 
publish any werk or book of his own shall 
be responsible to his Conference for any 
obnoxious matter or doctrine therein con- 
tained. 

22. No Editor, Agent, or clerk employed 
‘in the Book Concern, or in any department 
belonging to it, shall be allowed in any

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case to publish or sell books as his own 
“private property, or employ his time for 
other parties. 


SECTION VII. 


The Chartered Fund. 

Quest. 1. What further provision shall 
be made for the distressed Traveling 
Preachers, for the families of Traveling 
Preachers, and for the Superannuated 
and Worn-out Preachers, and the widows 
and orphans of Preachers ? 

Answ. There shall be a Chartered Fund, 
Stock Funaea, 2 be supported by the vol- 

untary contributions of our 
friends; the principal stock of which shall 
be funded under the direction of Trustees 
chosen by the General Conference, and the 
interest applied under the direction of the 
General Conference, according to the fol- 
lowing regulations, namely : 

1. The Elders, and those who have the 
oversight of circuits, shall be 
collectors and receivers of sub- 
scriptions, etc., for this fund. 

2. The money shall, if possible, be con- 
veyed by bills of exchange, or otherwise, 
through the means of the post, to the gen- 
eral Book Agents, who shall pay it to the 


Regulations. 
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Trustees of the fund; otherwise it sl all be 
brought to the ensuing Annual Coafer- 
ence. 

8. The interest shall be divided into 
seventy-one equal parts, and each of the 
Annual Conferences shall have authority 
to draw one of these parts out of the fund ; 
and if in one or more Conferences less than 
one of these parts be drawn out of the 
fund in any given year, then in such case 
or cases the other Annual Conferences, 
held in the same year, shall have author- 
ity, ifthey judge it necessary, to draw out 
of the fund such surplus of the interest 
which has not been applied by the former 
Conferences; and the Bishops shall bring. 
the necessary information of the state of 
the interest of the fund, respecting the 
year in question, from Conference to Con- 
ference. 

4, All drafts on the Chartered Fund 
shall be made on the President of the said 
fund, by order of the Annual Conference, 
signed by the President, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary of the said Con- 
ference. 

5. ‘The money subscribed for the Char- 
tered Fund may be lodged, on proper 
secuirties, in the States respectively in 
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which it has been subscribed, under the 
direction ‘of deputies living in such States 
respectively ; provided such securities and 
such deputies he’ proposed as shall be ap- 
proved of by the Trustees in Philadelphia; 

and the stock in which it is proposed to 
lodge the money be sufficiently productive 
to give satisfaction to the Trustees, 

Quest. 2. How shall vacancies in the 
Board of Trustees of the Chartered Fund 
be filled ? 

Angsw. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to fill any vacancy or vacancies that 
may occur in their body by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, subject, however, to the 
approval of the first General Conference 
that may be held after such vacanzy or 
vacancies shall have occurred.

CHAPTER I. 


SUPPORT OF MINISTERS. 


SECTION I. 


The Support of Bishops, and the Families 
of deceased Bishops. 


Quest. WHAT provision shall be made 
for the support of the Bishops, and the 
widows and children of deceased Bishops ? 

Answ. It shall be the duty of the Book 
Committee to make an estimate of the 
amount necessary to furnish a competent 
support to each Bishop, considering the 
number and condition of his family, and of 
the amount necessary to assist the widows 
and children of deceased Bishops; and 
the Bishops are authorized to draw on the 
Book Concern for said amount; and also 
for their traveling expenses. The Bishop 
presiding at an Annual Conference, within 
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whose bounds a widow or orphan of a de- 
ceased Bishop may reside, shall be author- 
ized to draw on the Book Concern for 
such amount as may be estimated as 
aforesaid. 


SECTION II. 
Support of Presiding Elders. 


Quest. How shall the Presiding Elders 
be supported ? 

Answ. There shall be annually, in every 
district, a mecting composed of one stew- 
ard froin each circuit and station, to be 
selected by the Quarterly Conference, 
whose duty it shall be, with the advice of 

‘the Presiding Elder, (who shall preside in 
such meeting,) to isd an estimate of the 
amount necessary to furnish a comfortable 
support to the Presiding Elder, and to ap-' 
portion the same, including house rent and 
traveling expenses, among the different 
circuits and stations in the district, ac- 
cording to their several ability; and in all 
cases the Presiding Elder shall share with 
the Preachers in his district in proportion 
with what they have respectively received; 
but if there be a surplus of money raised 
for the support of the Preachers in one or 
more of the circuits or stations in his dis- 
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trict, he shall receive such surplus, pro- 
vided he do not receive more than his 
allowance, 


SECTION III. 
Support of ‘Ministers and Preachers, 


1, It shall be the duty of the Quarterly 
Conference of each circuit and station, at 
the session immediately preceding the An- 
nual Conference, to appoint an Estimating 
Committee, consisting of three or more 
members of the Church, who shall, after 
conferring with the Preachers, make an 
estimate of the amount necessary to fur- 
nish a comfortable support to the Preacher 
or Preachers stationed among them, taking 
into consideration the number and con- 
dition of the family or families of such 
Preacher or Preachers, which estimate 
shall be subject to the action of the Quar- 
terly Conference; and the Stewards shall 
provide by such methods as they may 
judge best. to meet such amount. The 
traveling and moying expenses of the 
Preachers shall not be reckoned as a part 
of the estimate, but be paid by the Stew- 
ards separately.

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plies for a location; it shall be asked 
in all cases, Is he indebted to the Book 
Concern ? and if it be ascertained that he 
is, the Conference shallirequire him to 
secure said debt, if they judge it at all 
necessary or proper, before they grant him 
a location. Whenever any claimant on the 
funds of a Conference shall be in debt to 
the Book Concern, the Conference of which 
he is a member shall have power to appro- 
priate the amount of such claim, or any 
part thereof, to the payment of said debt.

SECTION IV. 

Support of Superannuated Preachers, 

It shall be the duty of the Quarterly 
Conference of each charge within whose 
bounds a Superannuated Preacher, or the 
widow or child of a:deceased Preacher 
may reside, to appoint a committee, whose 
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duty it shall be to make an estimate of the 
amount necessary to assist such Preacher, 
widow, or child in obtaining a comfortable 
support, and such estimate shall be sent 
up <o the Annual Conference with which 
the claimant may be connected, and sub- 
ject to the action of said Annual. Con- 
ference, 


SECTION VY. 


Local Preachers to have an allowance in 
certain Cases, 


1. Whenever a Local Preacher fills the 
place of a Traveling Preacher q),. See 
by the approbation of the Pre- Perm asa 
siding Elder, he shall be paid ‘ 
for lis time a sum proportional to the 
allowance of a Traveling Preacher; which 
sum shall be paid by the circuit at the 
next Quarterly Meeting, if the Traveling 
Preacher whose place he filled up were 
either sick or necessarily absent; or, in 
other cases, out of the allowance of the 
Traveling Preacher.

ence to take measures from year to year to 
raise money in every circuit and station

Answ. 1, It is recommended by the 
Building andFur- Gencral Conference to the 
nishing Houses’ =©§» Traveling Preachers to 
adyise our friends in general to purchase 
a lot of ground in each circuit, and to 
build a Preacher’s house thereon, and to 
furnish it with, at least, heavy furniture. 

2. The General Conference recommend 
to all the circuits, in cascs where they are 
not able to comply with the above request, 
to rent a house for the married Preacher 
and his family, (when such are stationed 
upon their circuits respectively,) and that 
the Annual Conferences do assist to make 
up the rents of such houses as far as they 
can, when the circuit cannot do it. 

The Stewards in each circuit and station 
puty or Shall be a standing committee 
Stewards. (where no ‘Trustees are consti- 
tuted for that purpose) to provide houses 
for the families of our married Preachers, 
or to assist the Preachers to obtain houses 
for themselves when they are appointed to 
labor among them. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Duty of Presia- Elders and Preachers to use 
ing Blderss their influence to carry the 
above rules respecting building and rent- 
ing houses for the accommodation of 
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Preachers and their families into effect, 
In order to this, each Quarterly Conference 
shall appoint a committee, (unless other 
measures have been adopted,) who, with 
the advice and aid of the Preachers and 
Presiding Elders, shall devise such means 
as may seem fit to raise moneys for that 
purpose. And it is recommended to the 
Annual Conferences to make a special in-

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| CHAPTER III. 


» CHURCHES AND CHURCH PROPERTY. 


SECTION I. 
Building Churches. 


Quest. 1. Is any thing advisable in re- 
gard to building churches ? 

Answ. 1. Let all our churches be built 
plain and decent, and with free seats 
wherever practicable; but not more ex- 
pensive than is absolutely unavoidable, 
otherwise the necessity of raising money 
will make rich men necessary to us. But 
if so we must be dependent on them, yea, 
and governed by them, And then fare 
well to Methodist discipline, if not doc- 
trine too. 

2. In order more effectu- 
ally to prevent our people 
from contracting debts which they are not 
able to discharge, it shall be the duty of 
the Quarterly Conference of every circuit 
and station where it is contemplated to 
build a house or houses of worship, to se- 
cure the ground or lot on which such 
house or houses are to be built, according 


Church Debts. 
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to our deed of settlement, mitch deed 
must ‘be legally executed; aid also said 
Quarterly Conference shall appoint_a ju- 
dicious committee of at least in: 
bers of our Church, who shall form an es- 
timate of the amount necessary to build ; 
and three fourths of the money, according 
to such estimate, shali be secured or sub- 
scribed before any such building shail be 
commenced. 

In all cases where debts for building 
houses of worship have been, or may be, 
incurred contrary to or in disregard of the 
above recommendation, our members and 
friends are requested to discountenance 
such a course by declining to give pecun- 
jiary aid to all agents who shall travel 
abroad beyond their own circuits or dis- 
tricts for the collection of funds for the 
discharge of such debts: except in such 
peculiar cases as may be approved by an 
Annual Conference, or such agents as may | 
be appointed by their authority. 

8. In future we will admit 
no charter, deed, or convey- 
ance for any house of worship to be used 
by us, unless it be proyided in such char- 
ter, deed, or conveyance that the Trustees 
of said house shall at all times permit

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such ministers and preachers belonging to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church as shall 
‘from time to time be duly authorized by 
the General Conference of the ministers 
of our Church, or by the Annual Confer- 
ences, to preach and expound God’s holy 
werd, and to execute the discipline of 
the Church, and to administer the sac- 
Taments therein, according to the true 
meaning and purport of our Deed of Set- 
tlement.

Quest. How shall Trustees be consti- 
tuted for our Church property, and what 
shall be their duties ? 

Answ. 1, Each Board of Trustees shall 
Numter of consist of not less than three 
a, ts 4 M0r.more, than. ‘nine persons, 
each of whom shall be not less than twenty- 
one years of age, and a majority of whom 
shall be members of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, 
Mode of Elec- 2. In all cases where the 
rages law of the State or Territory 
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requires a specified mode of election, that 
mode shall be observed. 

3. Where no such specific requirement 
is made, they shall be elected annually, 
by the fourth Quarterly Conference of the 
circuit or station, upon the nomination of 
the Preacher in charge, or the Presiding 
Elder of the District. In case of failure 
to elect at the proper time a subsequent 
Quarterly Conference may elect; and all 
Trustees shall hold their office until their 
successors are elected. 

4. In States and Territories where an 
option is given as to the mode of election, 
the one or the other may be pursued; 
and all these provisions shall apply both 
-to the creation of new boards and to the 
filling of vacancies, whether for houses of 
worship or dwellings for the preachers. 

Provided, nevertheless, That if the said 
Trustees, or any of them, or their Retier of 
successors, have advanced, or T™ustees. 
shall advance, any sum or sums of money, 
or are or shall be responsible for any sum 
or sums of money, on account of the said 
premises, and they, the said Trustees, or 
their successors, be obliged to pay the said 
sums of money, they, or a majorit;, of them, 
shall be authorized to raise the said sum 
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or sums of money by a mortgage on the 
said premises, or by selling the said prem- 
ises, after notice given to the Pastor or 
Preacher who has the oversight of the 
congregation attending Divine service on 
the said premises, if the money due be not 
paid to the said Trustees, or their success 
ors, within one year after such notice 
given: and if such sale take place the 
- said Trustees, or their successors, after 
paying the debt and other expenses which 
are due from the money arising from such 
sale, shall deposite the remainder of the 
money produced by the said sale in the 
hands of the Steward or Stewards of the 
society belonging to or attending Divine 
service on said premises; which surplus 
of the produce of such sale, so deposited 
in the hands of the said Steward or Stew- 
ards, shall be at the disposal of the Quar- 
terly Conference; which said Quarterly 
Conference shall dispose of the said 
money according to the best of their judg- 
ment for the use of the said society. 

5. No person who is a Trustee shall be 
ejected while he is in joint 
security for money, unless 
such relief be given him as is demanded, 
or the creditor will accept,

plication to the Quarterly Conference, ob- 
tain an order—a majority of all the members 
of such Quarterly Conference concurring, 
and the Annual Conference, and, in the 
interim of the Annual Conference, the 
Preacher in charge and the Presiding El- 
der of the district, consenting—for the 
sale, with such limitations and restrictions

Quest. What shall be done for the better 
security of donations, bequests, grants, 
etc., made for benevolent purposes to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church ? 

Answ. 1. There shall be lecated at Cin- 
Boardof Cinnati an incorporated Board of 
Trustees. Trustees of the Methodist Hpis- 
copal Church, composed of twelve mem- 
bers, six ministers and six laymen, ap- 
pointed by the General Conference, of 
whom three of each class shall hold of- 
fice four years, and three of each class 
eight years; all vacancies to be filled 
quadrennially by the General Conference. 
The duty of this Board shall be to hold 
in trust, for the benefit of the Methodist 
Hpiscopal Church, any and all donations, 
bequests, grants, and funds in trust, ete., 
that may be given or conveyed to’ said 
Board or to the Methodist Episccpal 
Church as such, for any benevolent object, 
and to administer the said funds and the 
proceeds of the same, in accordance with 
the directions of the donors and of the in- 
terests of the Church contemplated by

said donors, under the direction of the 
General Conference. 

2. When any such donation, bequest, 
grant, or trust, etc., is made to this Board, 
or to the Church, it shall be the duty of 
the Preacher in the bounds of whose 
charge it occurs to give an early notice 
thereof to the Board, who shall proceed 
without delay to take possession of the 
same according to the provisions of their 
charter. 

3. The Board shall make a faithful re- 
port of its doings, and of the funds and 
property on hand, at each quadrennial 
session of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.

3. Buack RrveER CONFERENCE shall in- 
clude the counties of Jefferson, Lewis, 
Franklin, and St. Lawrence, in the State 
of New York. 

4, CALIFORNIA ye ONES shall em- 
brace the State of California lying west of 
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the summit of the Sierra Nevada Mount- 
ains, and the Sandwich Islands. 

5. CENTRAL GERMAN CONFERENCE shall 
comprise the German work within the 
bounds of the Cincinnati, North Ohio, and 
Southeastern Indiana Conferences, and in- 
clude also Danville, in Ilinois, and Gol- 
conda and Metropolis, in Ilinois. 

6. CENTRAL ILLINoIs CONFERENCE shall 
embrace that part of the State of Illinois 
north of the Illinois Conference and south 
of the following line, namely: Beginning 
on the Mississippi River at the Meredosia, 
thence down the Meredosia to its mouth; 
thence easterly to Center School-House, 
so as to include Center Society; thence to 
the mouth of Mud Creek; thence up Green 
River to Coal Creek; thence up said creek 
to the Chicago and Rock Island Railroad} 
thence along said railroad to Bureau June- 
tion; thence to the Illinois River; thence up 
said river and the Kankakee to the Indiana 
State line, leaving the city of Ottawa in 
the Rock River Conference, and Aroma 
and Bureau Junction in the Central Ilinois 
Conference. 

7. CENTRAL NEw York CONFERENCE 
shall be bounded on the north by Lake 
Ontario and the Cray River Conference; 
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on the east by the Troy Conference; on 
the south by a line running east from 
Newfield to Ithaca; thence easterly north 
of Slaterville, Harford, Marathon, and Wil- 
lett, to the west line of Chenango County ; 
thence northerly to the northern boundary 
of said county, excluding all of Chenango 
District in Chenango County; thence east- 
erly on the northern boundary of said 
county to the Unadilla River; thence up 
said river to the Cherry Valley Turnpike; 
thence easterly on said turnpike to the 
southwesterly boundary of Troy Confer- 
ence, including all places on the line of 
said turnpike; and on the west by East 
Genesee Conference.

to exclude St. Paul’s charge in Delaware, 
and Milford, and to include Marysville; 
thence to the west line of the State of Ohio 
by the north line of the Cincinnati Con- 
ference; and on the west by the west line 
of the State of Ohio. 
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9. CENTRAL PENNSYLVANIA CONFER- 
ENCE shall be bounded as follows: On the 
south, by the State line from the Susque- 
hanna River to the west boundary of Bed- 
ford County, excepting so much of the 
State of Pennsylvania as is included in the 
Baltimore Conference; on the west, by the 
west line of Bedford, Blair, and Clearfield 
Counties, except so much cf Clearfield 
County as is embraced in the Erie Con- 
ference; thence to Saint Marys; on the 
north, by a line extending from Saint 
Marys eastward to Emporium; thence by 
the southern boundary of Potter and

22. Hoxtston ConrerENcE shall be 
bounded on the east by Virginia; on the 
north by Virginia and Kentucky; on the 
west by the western summit of the Cum- 
berland Mountains; on the south by 
Georgia and the Blue Ridge, including 
that portion of North Carolina not within 
the North Carolina Conference. 

23, InLINoIs CoNFERENCE shall include 
that part of the State of Illinois not within 
the Southern Illinois Conference, south of 
the following line, namely: Beginning at 
Warsaw on the Mississippi River; thence 
to Vermont; thence to the mouth of Spoon 
River; thence up the Illinois River to the 
northwest corner of Mason County; thence 
to the junction of the Central and the 
Alton and Chicago Railroads; thence to 
the southwest corner of Iroquois County ; 
thence east to the State of Indiana, leav- 
ing Vermont and Mackinaw Circuit in the 
Central Mlinois, and Warsaw, Blooming- 
ton, and Normal, in the Illinois Con- 
ference. 

24, InpIA Mission ConrerENCcE shall 
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embrace the northwest proyinces of In- 
dia,

31. Mare ConFrERENCE shall include 
that part of the State of Maine west of 
the Kennebec River from its mouth to the 
great bend below Skowhegan, and of a 
line running thence north to the State 
line, including Skowhegan and Augusta, 
and also that part of New Hampshire east 
of the White Hills, and north of the 
waters of Ossipee Lake and the tuwn of 
Gorham. 

32. MicHigaANn CoNFERENCE shall in- 
clude the State of Michigan west of the 
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principal meridian, in the luwer penin- 
sula, 

33. MINNESOTA poiisdeentien shall in- 
clude the State of Minnesota, and so much 
of northwest Wisconsin as is not included 
in the West Wisconsin Conference. 

34, Mussissrpp1 CONFERENCE shall in- 
clude the State of Mississippi. 

85. Missourt CONFERENCE shall include 
so much of the State of Missouri as lies 
north of the Missouri River. 

86. NEBRASKA CONFERENCE shall em- 
brace the State of Nebraska. 

87. NeEvADA CONFERENCE shall include 
Nevada and so much of California as lies 
east of the west summit of the Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountains. 

88. NEWARK CONFERENCE shall incieile 
that part of the State of New Jersey not 
included in the New Jersey Conference, 
Staten Island, and so much of New York 
and Pennsylvania as lies within the Jersey 
City and Newton Districts. 

39. New ENGLAND CoNnFERENCDE shall 
include all of Massachusetts east of the 
Green Mountains not included in the New 
Hampshire and Providence Conferences. 

40. New HampsHire CONFERENCE shall 
include New Hampshire, except that part 
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within the Maine Conference; also that 
part of Massachusetts northeast of the 
Merrimac River. 

41, Nuw Jersey CoNFERENCE shall in- 
clude that part of New Jersey south of 
the following line, namely: Commencing 
at Raritan Bay; thence up said bay and 
river to New Brunswick; thence along 
the turnpike road to Lambertville on the 
Delaware, including the city of New 
Brunswick and Lambertville Station.

ENCE shall be bounded as follows, namely : 
Beginning at the north end of Meridian- 
strect in the city of Indianapolis; thence 
west to the Michigan Road; thence on 
said road to the north line of Marion 
County ; thence east on’said county line 
to the northeast corner of said county; 
thence south on the east line of said county 
to the National Road; thence east on saad 
road to the State line; on the east by 
Ohio; on the south by the Ohio River; 
and on the west by the Indiana Conference. 

57. SourTHERN ILLINoIs CONFERENCE 
shall include that part of the State of Il- 

linois south of the following line, namely: 
' Beginning at the mouth of Illinois River; 
thence up said river to the northwest 
corner of Jersey County, including Kane 
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and Woodbury; thence to Honey Point; . 
thence to Hillsborough, leaving‘it in the Il 
linois Conference; thence east through 
Fayette and Effingham Counties to the 
northeast corner of Jasper County ; thence 
on the north line of Jasper and Crawford 
Counties to the Wabash River. 

58, SourHwEst GERMAN CoNFERENCE 
shall comprise the German work formerly 
connected with Dlinois, Southern Illinois, 
and Kansas Conferences, and the German 
District of Upper Iowa Conference. 

59, St. Lours CoNFERENCE shall include 
the State of Missouri lying south of Mis- 
souri River; and the State of Arkansas. | 

60. TENNESSEE CONFERENCE shall in- 
clude that portion of Tennessee not in- 
cluded in the Holston Conference. 

61. Texas Conrerence shall include 
the State of Texas. 

62. Troy CoNnFERENCE shall include 
Troy, Albany, Saratoga, Plattsburgh, and 
Poultney Districts; and Burlington Dis- 
trict in Vermont. ! 

63. Upper Iowa ConFERENCE shall be 
bounded as follows, to wit: Beginning at 
the northeast corner of the State of Iowa; 
thence down the Mississippi River to 
Davenport; thence west on the north line 
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of Iowa Conference to the southeast corner 
of Story County; thence north to the 
State line; thence east on said line to the 
place of beginning. 

64, VERMONT CONFERENCE shall include 
the State of Vermont, excepting that part 
within the Troy Conference. 

- 65. VireintA CONFERENCE shall ‘mefnde 
allthe State of Virginia not embraced in 
the Baltimore and Wilmington Confer- 
ences, and also the counties of Pocahontas, 
Green Brier, and Monroe of the State of 
West Virginia. 

66. WASHINGTON CONFERENCE (of col- 
ored members) shall include Western 
Maryland, the District of Columbia, and 
Virginia. 

67. Wrst VirrcintA CoNFERENCE shall 
be bounded as follows: Beginning at the 
southwest corner of the State of Pennsyl- 
yania; thence along said line to the north- 
east corner of Ohio County, West Virginia, 
so as to include Wheeling Creek Mission 
and Triadelphia Circuit; thence the most 
direct way to Short Creek, so as to in-- 
clude Short Creek and Liberty Circuit; 
thence down said creek to the Ohio River; 
thence down said river to the mouth of

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be bounded by the State line; on the 
south und east by Virginia and Baltimore 
Conferences, to the Pennsylvania State 
line; thence westward along said line to 
the place of beginning.

70. WISCONSIN CONFERENCE shall be 
bounded on the north by the Upper Pen- 
insula of Michigan; on the east by Lake 
Michigan; on the south by Illinois; and 
on the west by a line beginning at the 
southeast corner of Greene County; thence 
north on the range line between ranges 
nine (9) and ten (10) east, to the north 
line of town Twenty, (20,) thence west on 
the said line to the east line of range one 
(1) east, thence north on said line to the 
State line. ; 

71. Wyomine CoNFERENCE shall in- 
clude the southern part of the State of 
New York not included in Central New

ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS OF THE 
GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


1. Complaints against Bishops. 

Whereas, It appears that individuals some- 
times forward to the General Conference com- 
plaints against the administration of the Bish- 
ops without due notice being given them; and 

Whereas, We consider that our Superintend- 
ents should be apprised of these proceedings 
beforehand in writing; therefore, 

Resolved, That, in the judgment of this Gen- 
eral Conference, it is improper for such com- 
plaints to be made without due notice being 
furnished to the Bishops in writing.—Journal, 
1860, p. 231. 


2. Decision of Law Questions by the Bishops. 


Whereas, Under the rule which says, “A 
Bishop shal! decide all questiuns of law in an 
Annual Conference subject to an appeal to the 
General Conference,” a custom has grown up 
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of evoking episcopal decisions touching the ad- 
ministration of the Discipline outside of the 
Annual Conferences; and : 

Whereas, The opinions of the Bishops, given 
in writing in the intervals of the Annual Con- 
ferences, are sometimes regarded as decisions 
of law, binding in the administration of Disci- 
pline; and 

Whereas, These decisions and opinions are 
sometimes in conflict with each other, spring- 
ing up from questions growing out of peculiar 
and ever varying circumstances; and 

Whereas, It is the judgment of this Confer- 
ence that the use made of the rule aforesaid 
was not intended by the General Conference 
which established it, that General Conference 
intending it for the administration of the Con- 
ferences, and not of the individual Pastors; 
therefore, 

Fesolved, 1. That every administrator of the 
Discipline is responsible to the proper author- 
ities for his administration of the rules of the 
Church, and may not plead episcopal decisions 
as law. 

Resolved, 2. That while the counsels of our 
Superintendents are to be highly respected, and 
to be considered of great value in the admunis- 
tration of Discipline, their decisions are not to 
be regarded as having the force of law outside 
of the Annual Conferences.—Journal, 1869, p 
428. 
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Resolved, That we deem it inexpedient for 
a Bishop presiding in an Annual Conference to 
render formal decisions on questions of law 
presented on fictitious cases, and when the 
subject is not involved in the proceedings 
pending; nor should any such decisions be 
entered upon the Journals of the Conference.— 
Journal, 1868, p. 221. 


3. The Rights of Transferred Preachers. 

When a Preacher is transferred from one 
Conference to another his rights, privileges, 
and responsibilities in the Conference to which 
he is transferred shall date from the date of 
his transfer, unless it be especially provided 
otherwise by the Bishop by whom the transfer 
is made. 

But it will not be lawful for him to vote 
twice on the same Constitutional Question, or 
be counted twice in the same year as the basis 
of the Election of Delegates to the General 
Conference, nor vote for delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference in any Conference where he is 
not counted as a part of the basis of represen- 
tuiion.— Appendix, Journal, 1860, p. 364. 


4. Chairman not to charge Committees. 
Resolved, That it is the judgment of this Gen- 
eral Conference that in all trials of Preachers, 
whether by Committee or before a Conference, 
and in all appeals, it is improper for the Pre- 
siding Elder or Chairman of the Committee, 
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or other party presiding at the trial, to de 
liver after the pleadings a charge to the Come 
mittee explaining the evidence and setting 
forth the merits of the case.—Appendia, Jour- 
nal, 1860, p. 363. 


5. The Right of a President to Adjourn a Con- 
ference. 


The President of an Annual or a Quarterly 
Meeting Conference has the right to adjourn 
the Conference over which he presides when, 
in his judgment, all the business prescribed by 
the Discipline to such Conference shall have 
been transacted; provided, that, if an excep- 
tion be taken by the Conference to his so ad- 
journing it, the exception shall be entered 
upon the Journals of such Conference.—Jour- 
nal, 1840, p. 121. 


6. A President may Refuse to put a Motion. 

When a Bishop, presiding in an Annual 
Conference, decides a question of law by re- 
quest of the Conference, if a motion is made 
which would reverse the decision of the Bishop, 
under the plea that the Conference has the 
right to apply the law in the case, should the 
motion be put, and the Conference he allowed 
to set aside the law under the pretense of ap- 
plying it? 

Answer. No. When a question of law has 
been decided by a Bishop in an Annual Con- 
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ference, that decision cannot be reversed or set 
aside except by the action of the ensuing Gen- 
eral Conference, to which body an appeal may 
be taken by the Annual Conference, or by any 
member thereofi—Journal, 1860, p. 297. 

Tf a motion is made in an Annual or Quar- 
terly Conference which, if passed, would be a 
positive violation of Discipline, should the 
President put the motion, and allow the Dis- 
cipline to be set aside, or what should he do? 

Answer. He should refuse to put the mo- 
tion.—Journal, 1860, p. 297. 


The President of an Annual or a Quarterly 
Meeting Conference has the right to decline 
putting the question on a motion, resolution, 
or report when, in his judgment, such motion, 
resolution, or report does not relate to the 
proper business of a Conference; provided, 
that in all such cases the President, on being 
required by the Conference to do so, shall 
have inserted in the Journals of the Confer- 
ence his refusal to put the question on such 
motion, resolution, or report, with h's reason 
for so refusing; and provided, that when an 
Annual Conference shall differ from the Presi- 
dent on a question of law, they shall have a 
right to record their dissent on the Journals, 
provided there shall be no discussion on the 
subject.—Jowrnal, 1840, p. 121. 
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7. Conferences in all Cases of Appeal to send 
forward the Documents, etc. 


Resolved, That the Liberia Annual Confer- 
ence, as well as every other Conference, is di- 
tected in all cases of the condemnation or 
censure of any of its members, to send for- 
ward to the General Conference the minutes 
and documents of the trial—Journal, 1860, 
p- 203. 


-8. Rights of Quarterly Conferences in a Cer- 
tain Case. 


Question. In case a Quarterly Conference 
recommend the renewal of the license of an 
Exhorter, is the Presiding Elder under obliga- 
tion to renew the license? 

Answer. He is.—Journal, 1860, pp. 228, 229. 


»%, Presiding Elder’s Duty in Relation to the 
General Missionary Committee. 


Resolved, That the Presiding Elders in the 
Annual Conferences be requested to furnish to 
the member of the General Missionary Com- 
mittee appointed to represent the Mission Dis- 
tricts within which they labor, a written staie- 
ment of the condition of the Missions within 
their bounds, and their pecuniary wants, prior 
to the annual meeting of the Committee.— 
Journal, 1860, p. 295. 
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10. Receiving or Expelling Members improp- 
erly. Its Influence on the Relations of roe 
ties, etc. 


If a Preacher in charge of any work receive 
a person into the Church contrary to the Dis- 
cipline, can the Annual Conference correet the 
administration, and declare that the person, 
having been received contrary to Discipline, is 
therefore not a member? 

Answer. No. This question was decided by 
the General Conference of 1852 by the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That when an Annual Contererice 
decides that a Preacher having eharge has re- 
ceived or expelled a member contrary to the 
Discipline, the decision does not exclude the 
member so received, but restores the member 
so expelled. (General Conference Journal, p. 
73.)—Journal, 1860, p. 291. 


When a member is expelled from the Church, 
and complaint is made against the administra- 
tor to his Annual Conference for maladminis- 
tration, and the Conference decide that the per- 
gon was expelled contrary to Discipline, what 
is the relation of the member expelled from 
the Church? Does the act of the Annual Con- 
ference restore the character of the member, so 
that the charges on which he wag expelled are 
so annulled that the Preacher may legally give

him a letter before said charges are dispevs of 
by trial or withdrawn? 

Answer. The act of the Annual Conference 
does not restore his character, but simply his 
membership, and when so restored he is placed 
in the position which he occupied before he 
was tried; that is, he is an accused member, 
and hence the Preacher is not at liberty to give 
him a certificate of membership. — Journal, 
1860, p. 298. 


41. Irregularity in the Reception of a Member 
is not a Bar to Trial. 


May a person who has not been formally re- 
ceived into full connection in the Chureh, but 
has for a term of years enjoyed all the privi- 
leges of a member, and is supposed by the 
Preacher in charge and society to be a mem- 
ber, plead the fact of his non-reception as a 
bar to proceedings in case of alleged immo- 
rality ? 

Answer. No.—Journal, 1860, p. 298. 


12. The Right to take Testimony before a 
Committee, etc. 


Testimony taken before a committee sitting 
in the case of an accused member of an An- 
nual Conference is to be received as evidence 
on the trial of said minister before the Annual 
Conference.—Journal, 1848, p. 126. 
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13. A Preacher who Refuses to attend his 
Work. 


Can a traveling Preacher, during the interval 
of the Annual Conference of which he is a 
member, be suspended for refusing to attend 
to the work assigned him? 

Answer. It is the duty of a Presiding Hlder 
“to take charge of all the Elders and Deacons 
in his district”’ and to “take care that every 
part of our Discipline be enforced.” Now our 
Discipline provides that no Elder or Deacon 
“who ceases to travel without the consent of 
the Annual Conference, certified under the 
hand of the President of the Conference, except 
in eases of sickness, debility, or other unavoid- 
able circumstances, shall on any account exer- 
cise the peculiar functions of his office, or even 
be allowed to preach among us.” Hence any 
Elder or Deacon who refuses to go to the work 
assigned him (‘‘except in cases of sickness,” 
etc.) may be suspended ‘in the interval of the 
Annual Conference ;” but the “ final determin- 
ation in all such cases is with” the Confer- 
ence.—dJournal, 1860, p. 297. 


14, Right to Try a Member in the Interval of 
; the Annual Conference, etc. 


An Annna) Conference has a right, when 
eharges are preferred against one of their 
numper, and the case cannot be tried during 
their session for want of testimony, to refer ft 
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to the Presiding Elder who may have charge 
of him, under the rule for the trial of immoral 
ministers in the interval of an Annual Confer- 
ence.—Journai, 1848, p. 128. 


15. Amenability for Maladministration. 
To whom is a Preacher amenable on a com- 
plaint of maladministration ? 
Answer. To the Annual Conference of which 
he is a member.—Journal, 1860, p. 301. 


16. Maladministration not to Try a Member 
who wishes to Remove, but is under Imputa- 
tion. 


When a member wishes to remove his resi- 
dence out of any particular charge, and there 
are, in the judgment of the Preacher in charge, 
sufficient reasons for withholding a certificate, 
and the member is willing to be tried, he shall 
be held guilty of maladministration unless he 
proceed in the trial of such person.—Journal, *

When a member receives a certificate of 
membership from a Preacher having charge of 
a cireuit or station he is responsible for his 
moral conduct (from the date of his certificate 
until he joins) to the society receiving him 
upon. that certificate—Journal, 1848, p. 126. 
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17 Removal of Church Membership and Cer- 
tificates, etc, 


No Preacher is under obligation to give a 
certificate of membership to any member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church unless said 
member wishes to remove his membership to 
another charge in the Methodist Episcopal 
- Church, though, as a matter of courtesy, he 
may give a recommendation to a member in 
good standing who wishes to unite with an- 
other evangelical denomination.—Journal, 1848,

18. The Right of a Quarterly Conference to 
remand for a New Trial, etc. 


When an appeal is taken by an expelled 
member to the Quarterly Conference, and the 
Conference remands the case for a new trial, 
what is the precise relation of the appel- 
lant? Is he an accused member, and must 
the Preacher proceed to try him again, or is he 
restored to his membership in good standing? 

Answer. He is an accused member, and the 
Preacher should proceed to try him again un- 
less the charges are withdrawn.— Journal 
1860, p. 298, 


Is there in the Discipline any thing author- 
izing/a Quarterly Meeting Conference to remand 
a case for a new trial? 

Answer. When the Preacher in charge dif 
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fers “in judgment from the majority of the 
society, or the select number, concerning the 
guilt or innocence of the accused person,” and 
refers the case to the Quarterly Conference, 
that body has “authority to order a new trial.” 
(Discipline, 1868, pp. 131,132.) And in other 
oases the power to remand for what the Con- 
ference may deem sufficient cause is inherent 
in that body as an appellate court—Journal, —

19. The Right of Appeal may be Forfeited.

We further recommend that efforts be made 
through the Sabbath-schools of the Church to 
augment the Children’s Fund.

6. All the statistics, both senda soi and 
general, together with the appointments, 
should be entered in writing in the appendix 
to each year. All reports should be recorded 
in fall. 

7. A full and complete index sould be made 
to each Journal. 

8. In all cases of trial before the Conference 
or a select number let the record be full; and 
where papers are referred to, let them be care- 
fully distinguished. Let the charges and the 
decision be spread upon the Journal. All 
proceedings of trials should be entered upon 
record, aud in case of appeal the record 
should be brought to the General Conference. 

9, Let the proceedings. of each session be 
promptly entered, and amid the pressure of 
the business of the closing sessions let great 
diligence be used in this respect, that all may 
be ready for the signature of the President. 

10. It is needless to say that blots, erasures, 
interlineations, abbreviations, careless orthog- 
raphy, or hasty penmanship, can only be dis- 
creditable to a Conference when the Jourmal is 
under the revision of the Committee or Itin- 
erancy,— Journal, 1868, pp. 323, 499. 
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44, Plan for Lay Delegation. 


Whereas, The General Conference of 1860 
expressed its willingness to admit lay delegates 
to the General Conference whenever the people 
shonld desire it; and whereas, the General 
Conference. of 1864 concur’ in that action; 
therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we sedis concur in the same, 
zxad recommend the following plan to the godly 
consideration of our ministers and people: 

Change the Discipline, page 45, Part TI, 
chap. i, sec, 1, so that it shall read as follows: 

Question.. ‘‘ Who shall compose the General 
Conference, and what are the regulations and 
powers belonging to it?” 

Answer 1. The General Conference shall be 
compesed of ministerial and lay delegates. The 
ministerial delegates shall consist of one mem- 
ber for every thirty (30) members of each An- 
nual Conference, to be appointed either by 
seniority or choice, at the discretion of such 
Annual Conference, yet so that such repre- 
sentatives shall have traveled at least four full 
calendar years from the time that tney were 
received on trial by au Annual Conference, 

_and are in full connection at the time of holding 
the Conference. & 

The lay delegates shall consist of two laymen 
for each Annual Conference except such Con- 
ferences as have but one ministerial delegate, 
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which Conferences shall be entitled to one lay 
delegate each. 

The lay delegates shall' be chosen by an 
Electoral Conference of laymen, which shall 
assemble for the purpose on the third day of 
the session of the Annual Conference, at the 
place of its mecting, at its session immediately 
preceding the General Conference. 

The Hlectoral Conference shall be composed 
of one layman from each circuit or station within 
the bounds of the Annual Conference, and on 
assembling, the Electoral Conference shall or- 
ganize by electing a Chairman and Secretary 
of their own number; such layman to be chosen 
by the last Quarterly Conference preceding the 
time ofits assembling; provided, that no layman 
shall be chosen a delegate either to the Electoral 
Conference or to the General Conference who 
shall be under twenty-five, years of age, or who 
shall not have been a member of the Church in 
full connection for the five consecutive years 
preceding the elections. 

Alter answer 3 as follows, page 46: 

Answer 3. At all times when the General 
Conference is met it shall take two thirds of 
the whole number of ministerial and lay 
delegates to form a quorum for transacting , 
business. 

The ministerial and lay delegates shall sit 
and deliberate together as one body, but they 
shall vote separately whenever such separate 
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yote shall be demanded by one third of either 
order, and in such cases the concurrent vote of 
both orders shall be necessary to complete an 
action. ; 

Resowed, 2. That during the month of June, 
1869, on any day except the Sabbath, the time 
to be determined by the Pastor and the two 
laymen appointed by the Quarterly Conference 
as hereinafter provided, there shall be held a 
general election in the several places of worship 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at which 
all members in full connection, and not less 
than twenty-one years of age, shall be invited 
to vote by ballot: “For Lay Delegation” or 
“ Against Lay Delegation.” This election shall 
be held under the direction of the Preacher in 
charge and two laymen appointed for the pur- 
pose by the Quarterly Conference, who shall 
see that due notice is given thereof for at least 
twenty days before the election, and who shall 
superintend all the details of the election. They 
shall report the result within ten days after the 
election to the Presiding Elder of the district, 
who shall report the same to the Bishop pre- 
siding at the ensuing Annual Conference, to be 
entered upon the Conference Journal. 

% shall be the duty of the Bishops presid 
ing at the several Annual Conferences, at their 
first sessions after the above elections; to lay 
before those bodies the following proposed 
amendments to the second Restrictive Rule, 
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namely: At the end of line ten, after the 
word “one,” insert the word “ ministerial,” 
(page 49 of the Discipline,) and after the word 
“forty-five,” line fourteen, (same page.) add tha 
words ‘‘nor more than two lay delegates for 
any Annual Conference ;” and to report the re- 
sult to the next General Conference, so that, as 
amended, it shall read: “They~shall not allow 
of more than one ministerial representative for 
every fourteen (14) members of the Annual 
Conference, nor allow of a less number than 
one for every forty-tive, (45,) nor more than . 
two te delegates for any Annual Confer- 
ence.’ 

Resolved, 3. That should a majority of votes 
cast by the people be in favor of lay delegation, 
and should three fourths (#) of all the members 
of the Annual Conferences present and voting 
thereon vote in favor of the above proposed 
change in the constitution of the Church, then 
the General Conference, meeting in 1872, by 
the requisite two thirds (#) vote can complete 
the change, and lay delegates previously elected! 
may then be admitted. — Journal, 1868, pp. 
275-277.
